Asteroid avoidance, traffic safety stats, 
weather tech. . . 


J N a recently released position paper, 
the American Institute of Aeronau¬ 
tics and Astronautics, AIAA, has called 
upon the U.S. and other nations to 
begin programs aimed at detecting and 
tracking asteroids which may be on 
a collision course v/ith Earth. Saying 
that, “earth-orbit crossing asteroids 
clearly present a danger to the Earth 
and its inhabitants,” the Institute has 
also called for an international study 
of methods that might be used to 
“deflect or destroy, or significantly 
alter the orbits of, asteroids predicted 
to impact the Earth.” 

The AIAA position paper is a result 
of a near-miss between the Earth and 
an asteroid, 1989FC, in March of 1989. 
That asteroid, which is as big as an 
ocean liner missed the Earth by a 
mere 400,000 miles — less than twice 
the distance between the Earth and 
the Moon. The AIAA estimates that 
such near misses with as yet unde¬ 
tected asteroids occur as frequently as 
every two to three years. In fact, the 
Institute notes, that near miss with 
1989FC was not discovered until the 
asteroid had passed. (For more info on 
1989FC, see Survival Line — Aug. 
1989.) 

Traffic Safety Stats — According to 
the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration, the 1980s closed with 
the lowest annual traffic death rate 
ever. The traffic death rate in 1989 was 
2.2 deaths per 100 million miles tra¬ 
veled, some 33 percent less than it was 
at the beginning of the decade, 1980. 
Fatalities in 1989 amounted to 45,500 
— almost 2,500 fewer than the year 
before. Officials attribute the reduction 
in fatalities to increasing use of seat 
belts and stepped-up enforcement of 
drunk driving laws. 

Weather Tech — Researchers at 
Florida State University working in 
conjunction with the National Meteor- 
logical Center in Washington, D.C., 
have announced the development of a 
new “supercomputer” weather predic¬ 
tion program. The program will ena¬ 


ble U.S. meteorologists to extend the 
length of their forecasts from the cur¬ 
rent five days to six days. 

While the addition of one day to ac¬ 
curate weather forecasts doesn’t sound 
like much of an improvement, research¬ 
er Michael Navon says that: “The im¬ 
pact of an additional day of forecasting 
around the world has been estimated 
at between $5 billion and $10 billion 
a year.” Navon notes that many indus¬ 
tries depend on accurate weather pre¬ 
dictions for both short and long term 
planning. For example the airline in¬ 
dustry uses weather prediction infor¬ 
mation in planning routes for planes 
that can take advantage of or avoid 
tailwinds. This in turn can result in 
major fuel savings for the company and 
lower ticket prices for passengers. Util¬ 
ity companies use national weather 
forecasts in planning fuel storage allo¬ 
cations. One utility in Washington has 
estimated that they have saved $1 mil¬ 
lion a month in fuel storage costs by 
using national weather forecasts. 

Supercomputers definitely offer 
“high-tech” weather forecasts, but 
weather experts say there is also a 
fairly accurate, “low-tech” method of 
short-term forecasting that most every¬ 
one can use on their own. Airline con¬ 
trails, those thin clouds that one often 
notices streaming behind the engines 
of high flying jet aircraft, can provide 
an indication of what type of weather 
can be expected over the next few days. 

Contrails are formed when high- 
temperature jet exhaust, which con¬ 
tains water vapor, hits the sub-zero 
temperature air at high altitudes. The 
water vapor in the exhaust condenses 
and rapidly forms clouds — contrails. 
According to experts, long contrails, 
including those which expand outward, 
mean the air at high altitude is moist, 
which in turn means that precipita¬ 
tion (rain or snow) can be expected in 
the next few days. Conversely, the 
absence of contrai ls, or very small con¬ 
trails, mean air in the vicinity is sink¬ 
ing, warming, and losing its moisture, 
often a sign that you will have nice 
weather for the next few days. •

P OCKET survival is living in 
extremes. It is the ability of an 
individual to live through unusual con¬ 
ditions of deprivation, emotional shock, 
and hardship for an indefinite period 
of time. He does this with only the 
clothes he has on and a few basic 
items in his pockets. 

Manjr survival experiences happen 
after an accident or a disaster. No one

can predict when, where or how one 
may occur. A wrong turn on the hik¬ 
ing trail, a faulty throttle in the 
Cessna, a rainslick highway or a brake¬ 
less runaway car on a mountain road 
are examples that could lead to a sur¬ 
vival situation. 

Cut off from outside help the trau¬ 
matized survivor is forced to rely solely 
upon himself to escape to safety He 
must quickly adapt to the conditions 
of the emergency or die. Nature is 
not gentle to the innocent or to the 
ignorant. 

A sprained ankle or a broken leg in 
the woods, and you may find yourself 
in deep trouble with no rescue in sight. 
Intense thirst will drive you to drink 
pond water, while painful hunger com¬ 
pels trying any leaf or root that does 
not taste bitter or burn the tongue. 
Without a means of starting a fire, 
you will gladly eat raw tadpoles or 
crayfish provided you can catch them, 
and curl up into a ball for warmth at 
night. 

Everyone should be forced to sleep 
in mosquito country for a couple of 
nights with only their clothes as bed¬ 
roll and shelter. Such previous exper¬ 
ience tends to encourage planning 
ahead for the next time. Who wants 
to suffer as he did before? 

What you are wearing at the time 
does influence how you will come out 
of any life-threatening ordeal. Cloth¬ 
ing is the best means of protection 
between yourself and the elements. It 
is the sole difference that separates 
comfort from misery, life from death. 
Indeed, what you have on gives you 
that extra edge needed in survival. 

Dressing in layers is the main theme. 
In this manner, the body is allowed to 
adapt itself to changing day and night 
temperatures. Once you get cold, and 
there is nothing to put on for warmth 
or there is no shelter, death by expo¬ 
sure becomes a real threat. 

This is why shorts and other skim¬ 
py clothing are not recommended for 
the outdoors. They may feel comfort¬ 
able, but in reality offer little in 


the way of protection from biting in¬ 
sects, the sun or any sudden changes 
in the weather. They belong to closely 
controlled environments and indoor 
activities. 

Anytime you venture outside, take 
along a sweater or a hooded sweatshirt 
as insulation from cold drafts. If the 
social scene does not call for a sweater, 
stuff a pair of feather-weight polyknit, 
thermal ski-shirt and pants into the 
pockets of your jacket. In the cold of 
an unexpected outdoor bivouac, the 
sweater or ski wear’s insulative value 
could save your life or lessen your 
discomfort. 

A water repellent, wind resistant 
jacket is utilized in pocket survival for 
its warmth, rain protection, and as a 
carrier of bulk items. It should come 
with a raised collar, a hideaway wea¬ 
ther hood, a sewn-in innerliner, and 
several flapped pockets for storage. 
More pockets can be added on the 
inner-liner side if necessary. 

Extra clothing for weather adapta¬ 
tions includes a plastic pocket poncho, 
a polyknit balaclava, bandanna, gloves, 
and a pair of nylon rain pants. These 
adaptors are carried in pockets or in 
the space between innerliner and outer 
fabric of the jacket. People who do a 
lot of air travel should heed this ad¬ 
vice. While in flight, never wear a 
nylon wind-breaker or parka shell over 
your clothing. Should an accident hap¬ 
pen, a flash-fire may follow and in a 
split-second tragedy engulfs the wearer. 
Easily ignited, nylon melts and burn¬ 
ing torch like is next to impossible 
to remove. It is safer to wear a wool 
or leather coat for its lower inflam¬ 
mability. 

Injuries must be expected during 
and in the aftermath of an accident. 
The four areas of the human body most 
likely to be damaged are the shins, 
the eyes, the head, and the hands. A 
severe wound to one or all may seri¬ 
ously reduce your chances. 

There are preparations that may help 
to lessen injuries. (1) Wrap an elastic 
bandage around each lower leg extend- 
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Some pocket-carry health aids: (1) Liquid bandage for small cuts and wounds, (2) first aid pak, (3) lip 
balm for chapped skin and minor burns, (4) hand soap (5) pocket comb to maintain appearance and 
morale. 


ing from knee to ankle, shielding the 
shins from abrasions, cuts, flash-burns, 
muscle strains, contusions, and animal 
bites or insect stings. The bandages 
can be removed when needed as sup¬ 
port to sprains and broken bones. 

(2) Wear protective eyewear, either 
safety or prescription, to prevent blind¬ 
ness or eye injury from flying debris. 
Attach an elastic restrainer strap to 
eye pieces to avoid loss. 

(3) Always wear a cap or hat for its 
shade and insulation. Although a soft 
cap lacks complete head protection, it 
does provide a surface that slides away 
from glancing blows. This is better 
than leaving behind valuable parts of 
the scalp. 

(4) Leather gloves are a must-have 
item whether driving or riding as a 
passenger. In the fury of a violent mis¬ 
hap, the hands are used involuntarily 
to ward off injury, to cushion the fall¬ 
ing body, and to grasp at any avenue 
of escape. Gloves are the best means 
of defending against cuts, burns, 
animal bites, slashes, and crippling 
wounds to the hands. 

The primary tools of pocket survival 
are a police whistle (worn around the 
neck), lip balm, compass, alarm wrist- 
watch, pocket knife, matches, safety 
pins, first aid pak, adhesive tape, 30 
feet of cord ? snack foods, a thin plastic 
sheet, balloons or condoms, tissue 
paper, a pen flashlight, money, plastic 
garbage bags, a pair of socks, and a 
gillnet. All are carried on the person 


or in the pockets of shirt, pants, and 
jacket. Large items are stashed inside 
the pouch made by a jacket’s inner liner. 

The police whistle has usage as a 
distraction in escapes from danger, sig¬ 
nalling or to broadcast warnings. Three 
long blasts in succession is the univer¬ 
sal plea for assistance. 

Picture yourself for a moment lying 
badly injured in wreckage. Well-hidden 
from rescuers, you can hear them yet 
are unable to call out. The agony is 
unbearable as you pull out the whis¬ 
tle. A shrilling pain-filled blast or 
two, and you are receiving life-saving 
attention. 

Could this happen to you? While 
taking a short-cut across an open 
field, you suddenly find yourself trap¬ 
ped by a herd of wild cattle with 
young calves. What can you do to save 
yourself? 

There are few animals that will 
stand their ground if you will suddenly 
advance towards them with whistle¬ 
blowing, feet stomping, and throwing 
well-aimed rocks. Most herd-oriented 
animals will retreat in a frantic 
stampede. 

Just make sure your line of attack 
is angled towards some cover or a 
fence, in case they regroup. Getting 
above an animal’s line of sight will 
usually defuse the whole confrontation, 

There are exceptions to remember. 
Large solitary animals, such as bears, 
tigers, alligators, etc., should not be 
approached for any reason. Use great 


caution in exiting from their vicinity. 

The alarm wristwatch and compass, 
preferably a combination of the two on 
the same wristband, are used for direc¬ 
tions. The correct time, date, and the 
soft, familiar musical tone of the alarm 
emitted by the watch may be the trig¬ 
ger that draws the shell-shocked sur¬ 
vivor back to the present realities. It 
may even stimulate him into action 
and save his life or other lives, too. 

The wrist compass is utilized to 
determine at a glance the direction to 
travel. Knowing the way home is use¬ 
ful whether in the woods or in the 
darkness of unfamiliar neighborhoods 
of the city. 

As a cutting tool, the pocket knife 
is depended upon to improvise wooden 
tools (hiking stick, digging stick, etc.), 
to build shelters, treat wounds, and to 
prepare foods. A variety of knives are 
currently on the market, but one of 
the best is the Swiss Army knife. 
Weighing less than five ounces, it has 
multifunctional blades and wider ap¬ 
plications beyond everyday utility. 

Shelter from the elements is first on 
the list of priorities in basic survival 
techniques. Lacking one, you may die 
as cold temperature saps your strength 
and exposes the body to hypothermia. 
Insulation must be found or improvised 
from the environment. 

A wickiup or brush hut is easy to 
construct from the materials close at 
hand and the gillnet. The easiest way 
to build one is to pull over a low 
shrub and tie its tip down with cords 
and stakes. 

Use a knife to trim off the branches 
pointing skywards. Spread out the gill¬ 
net and tightly stretch across the arch¬ 
ing pole and downwards branches to 
form a lattice. 

After cutting away offending branches 
inside the frame, pile dry or wet 
leaves, grasses, ferns, mosses, pine 
boughs, bark or anything available in 
layers atop the netting. Pack it very 
densely around lower sides of the hut. 
The thicker the insulation, the more 
warmth the hut will retain. 

To be completely waterproofed, cover 
the hut with plastic sheet, a 12x9 feet, 
0.3 mil thickness, three ounce paint 
cover. Place logs or rocks on edges of 
the sheet to keep roofing in position 
regardless of strong winds or pile¬ 
driving bursts of rain. 

The ability to make a fire for 
warmth, security, cooking needs, dry¬ 
ing wet clothes, signalling, fire¬ 
hardening tools, and in first aid or 
medical care is second in importance. 
A fire helps to ward off dangerous

animals, too. 

A matchpak containing wax-treated 
matches and fire-starter wicks or a 
butane cigarette lighter works well in 
almost every circumstance to start a 
fire. Perhaps, the safest method is to 
carry both but in separate pockets to 
prevent untimely loss. 

A sparking flint or magnesium bar 
can be sewn into the hem of the jacket 
or pants for emergencies. Over 4,000 
ignitions can be carefully made with 
a single magnesium bar. 

The Swiss knife’s hacksaw or metal 
file blade is the perfect striker for the 
flint. Also, the saw'blade can be used

to roughen up suitable tinder from any 
piece of dry wood. It takes only min¬ 
utes to spark a warming fire with 
these limited materials. 

No fire is ever made inside the plas¬ 
tic roofed wickiup because of problems 
with smoke ventilation and carbon 
monoxide poisoning. Instead, rocks are 
heated steaming hot in an outside fire- 
pit and raked in. A brick-size rock will 
release up to six hours of pure life- 
giving heat. Be careful not to collect 
rocks from sides of streams as they 
may explode in the fire. 

In snowy conditions, the wickiup is 
warm and cozy under a thick layer of 
snow. Interior temperature can be kept 
at a pleasant level with natural body 
heat, whereas, outside the hut, tem¬ 


peratures may be raging in subzero 
ranges and arctic wind chill factors. 

For warmer weather, an overnight 
bivy can be made by rigging the gill- 
net into a hammock. Slung between 
two trees, a hammock puts the sleeper 
high above the ground and away from 
wet, boggy terrain or where the top 
soil is heavily infested with ticks, 
fleas, chiggers, scorpions or worse, 
stinging ants. 

Triple secure all anchoring ties and 
clear the ground of rocks or protru¬ 
sions before attempting to board the 
hammock. Loose or weak lashings 
means an unexpected crash-landing in 
the middle of the night. For rain pro¬ 
tection, drape plastic sheet on a cord 
suspended above the hammock in a 


pup tent design. 

To sleep virtually free of flying in¬ 
sect attack, wear the weather adap¬ 
tors (poncho, rain pants, and gloves). 
Pull T-shirt over head of hooded jacket 
to cover the face and insert socked 
feet into a plastic bag. The sleeper 
will not be bothered by biting insects, 
thus enjoying a good night’s rest fresh 
and ready for tomorrow’s journey. 

You may sweat under the jacket and 
other wear, but sweat washes off or can 
be dried jungle-fashion by the camp¬ 
fire to prevent a chill. Numerous mos¬ 
quito or blackfly bites could cause a 
feverish allergic reaction and further 
weaken the survivor. 

Plastic garbage bags (1.6 mil thick¬ 
ness) have many uses in pocket sur¬ 


vival as tote bags, bedding, shelter, 
and a variety of other needs. In cold 
weather, they can be worn under the 
clothes as vapor barriers to keep body 
warmth next to the skin. Leaf-filled 
bags have use as hut doors, wind¬ 
breaks, bolsters, pillows or as sleeping 
bags. 

Folded flat and into narrow bundles, 
plastic bags are placed either in 
pockets or into tops of socks, resting 
against the shinwraps and held firmly 
upright with rubber bands. Five bags 
per shin are seldom noticed when 
packed around the lower legs above 
the ankles. 

There is an added benefit in carry¬ 
ing the bags next to the shins. Per¬ 
sonal experience can attest to their 
effectiveness in absorbing and repel¬ 
ling bites from poisonous snakes. 

Out in the untamed wilderness find¬ 
ing water can be a problem for the 
survivor. One of the biggest hassles is 
how to carry it with you when you do 
find it. 

For the pocket survivaiist, the sim¬ 
plest way is to insert one plastic bag 
inside another. Up to 12 quarts of water 
can be toted in one waterbag by using 
the gillnet as a shoulder-carry sling- 
pak. Lash the top of the waterbag with 
a balloon for a tighter, almost dripless 
seal. 

Upon arrival at a campsite, tie the 
upper portion of the waterbag to a tree 
to prevent spillage. Still resting on 
the ground, it becomes the main tank 
for camping needs. The camper draws 
what will be used for the evening into 
other bags. 

A plastic bag can be used as a basin 
to bathe in or as a pot to cook foraged 
foods. Dropping hot rocks into the bag 
of water rapidly brings it to a boil and 
without melting the plastic. This is due 
to the cooling effect of the water. In 
many refugee camps of war-torn Leba¬ 
non, cooking in plastic bags has 
reached its zenith as an unmatched art. 

The gillnet (12 x 4 feet dimensions) 
made of a fine line or nylon twine, has 
multiple uses. It can be rigged to catch 
fish, adding rock anchors or socks 
filled with sand and inflated balloon 
floats. Situated between two points of 
open water, the gillnet snags swim¬ 
ming fish. A pond or a stream may 
provide several meals for the survivor. 

The gillnet can be used to snare 
birds by erecting between trees bor-

dering water holes, intersecting their 
flyways. It can be set across game trails 
to intercept and trap animals that 
bumble into its mesh. 

It rolls up into a palm-size bundle 
for storage, weighing less than three 
to four ounces. The gillnet can be 
used in lieu of a rope, as a net wrap, 
camouflage netting (add foliage), scarf, 
and in many other ways. No woods¬ 
man should be without the handy 
gillnet. 

In tick or flea zones, stuff pants 
cuffs into sock tops and wrap impro¬ 
vised gaitors around the ankles. A 
gaitor can be made from a strip of plas¬ 
tic or a bottomless plastic bag, taping 
to pants and tops of shoes. This is use¬ 
ful in snow-filled environments, too. 

Interestingly, a no mess or fanfare 
method of picking off crawling ticks 
or fleas on the skin is to use a piece 
of well-chewed sticky, bubble gum. 
Trapped in the gum, they are entombed 
forever. 

Hook ten or more safety pins to each 
inseam of pants high on the underside 
of the cuffs. Ibrn clothing is deadly in 
survival conditions, permitting entry 
of parasitic insects and loss of weather 
protection. Pinning and patching both 
sides of the rip with adhesive tape will 
keep the tear from becoming larger. 

One of the easier ways of grabbing 
a meal in the wilderness is with a 
sweep broom. Look for a tall leafy 
shrub or a straight sapling and saw 
off its base. Cut away all branches 
except those at its topmost part. 

Pulling pant cuffs above the knees 
or stripping naked from waist down, 


and wearing sockless shoes to protect 
the feet, the hungry survivor wades 
into shallow water. With the broom he 
vigorously sweeps the shallows, liter¬ 
ally lifting mud and prey (tadpoles, 
minnows, crayfish, prawns, or mud¬ 
dwelling fish) ashore to strand it. 
Several pounds of food can be collected 
with this method. 

Another way is to make a dipnet out 
of a T-shirt by closing off sleeves and 
neck-hole with safety pins. A hoop stick, 
made by flexing a tree limb’s smallest 
end back onto itself and securing with 
cord or tape, is overlapped by the bot¬ 
tom of the shirt. Six or more safety pins 
can fix the shirt to the hoop stick. 

Using the dipnet to catch minnows 
or tadpoles is much slower than the 
sweep broom, but shows a greater effi¬ 
ciency in the take. Few prey will es¬ 
cape the dipnet when used properly. 

The dipnet can be utilized to sweep 
tall grasses, gathering grasshoppers, 
crickets, and other insects dwelling 
there. Toasted in hot ashes, insects are 
a rich source of proteins and fats. A 
good supply of insects can keep you 
alive indefinitely. 

An extra pair of socks are a priceless 
commodity to pamper cold, wet or tired 
feet. Also, they can be used as bags, 
mittens, bandages, pads, and other 
functional uses. 

In escapes, socks are worn over shoes 
to improve traction for climbing or 
descending moist, slippery rock faces. 
An improvised sap can be made with 
a sock and the Swiss knife to repel 
physical assaults. Use a whistle to dis¬ 
tract attention before whacking with 
sap. 

All injuries must be promptly at¬ 


tended. The contents (iodine swabs, 
wound preps, antibiotic ointment, but¬ 
terfly tapes, adhesive bandages, aspi¬ 
rins, and antacid tablets) of the pocket 
first aid pak are used to clean, dis¬ 
infect, and protect wounds, relieve 
pain, and to ease the stomach distress 
that may accompany trauma. 

Additional survival aids to consider 
are: a tiny bar of soap, 3 feet of tin- 
foil (cooking/trail-blazing), pencil and 
paper, water purification tablets, sur¬ 
vival information cards, chemical light- 
sticks, hand mirror, 8 x 20 monocular 
(to scan direction of travel), a pocket- 
size metalized plastic sheet, and a 
slingshot. 

In dark, unfamiliar terrain at night, 
tape an activated lightstick to end of 
a hiking stick. By keeping the light 
several inches above the ground enough 
illumination is produced to see the 
trail ahead. This is especially useful 
for night-time desert travel, as you can 
walk without fear of stumbling over 
unseen obstacles or risking injury. 

Dressed in layers and carrying 
weather adaptors, you have improved 
your chances of surviving an unfore¬ 
seen emergency. Your pocket survival 
items help to make a potentially trau¬ 
matic situation more bearable, allow¬ 
ing instant adaptation to the extremes 
found in nature. 

Weathering a rainstorm is less a 
problem when wearing a hooded jacket, 
cap, rain pant-shell, gaitors, and a 
plastic poncho. Should night descend 
and the storm is still brewing, the 
pocket survivalist can always rig the 
roofed hammock and sleep high and 
dry. 

Caught in a rapidly approaching 
blizzard, you can dress yourself in 
vapor barriers, balaclava, ski wear, ban¬ 
danna scarf, gloves, sock protection. 
More important is the ability to erect 
an insulated wickiup shelter to wait 
out the storm. 

Once assembled and utilized in daily 
activities, the pocket survival concept 
is in essence a mini-life support sys¬ 
tem. In your pockets are the makings 
for escapes, shelter, bedroll, water 
collecting, food, health, warmth, direc- 
tionals, signals, food-gathering, and 
defense. 

Learn to depend upon your pocket 
survival gear, your clothes, and your 
own abilities to meet any emergency 
that may arise. Be ready for anything, 
and you will survive. •

High Efficiency Solar 


Staff Evaluation 

L ast May, at what could be one of 
the last gun shows to be held in 
California (new gun laws have virtu¬ 
ally ended gun shows in California), 
ASG magazine had a large booth with 
an amazing display of semiautomatic 
weapons. Since our booth was located 
outside, we brought along a solar panel 
borrowed from SI (Survival, Inc.). This 
high efficiency panel puts out 48 watts 
of power at peak performance. It is 
rated at 16.7 volts open and 2.88 amps. 

Hooked up to the solar panel was a 
voltage charge controller also avail¬ 
able from SI. The controller prevents 
the solar panel from overcharging and 
damaging expensive storage batteries. 
If several solar panels are wired in 
sequence, this little controller can 
handle up to eight amps. We had the 
solar panel and the controller con¬ 
nected to a Delco Voyager deep cycle 
battery. 

As the solar panel charged the bat¬ 
tery, an LED light on the charger lit 
up, confirming that charging was tak¬ 
ing place. When the battery was fully 
charged, the controller automatically 
stopped current from the solar panel 
from reaching the battery. An LED on 
the controller signaled that charging 
was finished. 

With the free energy collected by the 
solar panel and stored in the Voyager 
battery, we ran a small air compressor 
to fill the tanks of the Heavy Mortar 
from TRG Manufacturing. Although 
we were only shooting wadded-up cloth 
diapers, lots of people came by the 
booth to see what was going on. From 
sunlight, to electricity, to compressed 
air, our solar power system worked 
flawlessly. 

The high efficiency solar panel we 
tested measures 17.5” x 39"' and is 
framed in aluminum with a plexiglass 
shield. It sells for $499 plus $8 ship¬ 
ping and handling. The controller sells 
for $119. If bought with a solar panel, 
the controller sells for $85 postpaid.

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fir HEN we reviewed Feather In- 
IT dustries’ then new AT-22 .22 
Long Rifle semiautomatic carbine a few 
years ago we were very pleased with 
its performance. Apparently many 
other people thought so too, because 
the AT-22 is today one of the most 
popular .22s on the market. 

Now the AT-22 has a big brother in 
9 millimeter NATO caliber, the AT-9, 
and from our initial encounter with 
this nifty, lightweight, compact semi¬ 
automatic carbine, we’re convinced it’s 
going to be as big a hit as its .22 
caliber sibling. 

The designation “AT” stands for 
Advanced Technology, according to 
Feather literature, and that seems an 
apt description of the AT-9, which is 
designed, developed and manufactured 
in the U.S.A. by skilled technicians 
using the most modern computerized 
equipment and high-tech alloys and 
polymers. 

The receiver is aircraft aluminum. 
The interior parts are all hardened 
steel. The barrel is 4140 chromoly steel. 
The pistol grip and fore end are Dupont 
nylon and the collapsing buttstock is 
steel. The entire gun has a matte 
black finish to it. 

Aside from being a little bigger and 
somewhat heavier than the AT-22, the 
AT-9 is remarkably similar in appear¬ 
ance to the AT-22 and the operation 
of the AT-9 is essentially the same as 
that of the AT-22. Perhaps this is why 
Feather advertises the two guns as the 
“Dynamic Duo.” 

The Ml-type safety lever located in 
front of the trigger locks the trigger 
and sear. 

Field stripping is again, the same 
as with the AT-22. After removing the 
magazine and checking to be sure the 
gun is unloaded, the bolt is closed and 
the trigger pulled. The rear cap is 
unscrewed from the receiver (watch out 
for spring pressure) and the springs and 
buffers are removed, and then the bolt, 
after lining up the cocking handle with 
the hole in the receiver and withdraw¬ 
ing it so the bolt can be slid out the 
rear of the receiver. The barrel is 
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Besides being fun to shoot, the AT-9 is very accurate

pulled out of the front of the receiver 
after unscrewing the receiver cap. 
Small spring loaded retaining clips 
must be lifted before removing or re¬ 
placing the receiver caps. 

And as with the AT-22, Feather 
makes and markets a number of acces¬ 
sories for the AT-9. These include a 
fore end pistol grip, sling and swivel 
kit, see-through scope mount and pad¬ 
ded Cordura nylon carrying case as well 
as replacement barrels and other parts. 

We took the AT-9 to a public shooting 
area in the mountains with several 
types of ammunition for it. The owner’s 
manual states that the AT-9 is designed 
to use high quality standard velocity 
9 mm Parabellum (Luger, NATO) mili¬ 
tary ball cartridges only. Use of re¬ 


loaded or remanufactured, + Por+P+ 
ammunition voids the limited one-vear 
materials and workmanship warranty. 
The manual states that hollow point 
ammunition “may not feed properly/’ 

We loaded up the two 25-round stick 
magazines supplied with the gun with 
some 124-grain Chinese full metal 
jacketed surplus ammo, some Ameri¬ 
can Eagle 115-grain FMJ cartridges 
and some Winchester Silvertip 115- 
grain hollow points and Remington 
115-grain jacketed hollow points. All 
of this ammunition was fired in the 
AT-9 without a hitch. Not one jam or 
malfunction of any kind. 

We fired from the shoulder and the 
hip, with slow aimed and rapid fire 
strings at targets from 15, 45 and 


approximately 100 yards away during 
our test shooting with the AT-9. Just 
as I had experienced with the AT-22 
years earlier, the AT-9 with its excel¬ 
lent adjustable rear aperture and 
ringed front post sights is quite accur¬ 
ate. We were able to hit just about any¬ 
thing we aimed at at all ranges — 
and with almost no adjustment of the 
sights. 

The AT-9 is great fun to shoot. Its 
light weight, compact size and larger 
ammunition capacity are real pluses. 
Add to these the gun’s inherent ac¬ 
curacy, handsome appearance and fairly 
rugged construction and you have one 
super gun for the money. •

possible signal materials, can make a 
huge difference in just how easy a time 
of it a survivor has. The terrain, too. 
of this region, and whether the sur¬ 
vivor is on the leeward or windward 
side of a peninsula, island or near¬ 
shore mountain range, will play impor¬ 
tant roles. As you can see, there are 
a lot of variables, here. 

We know that any survivor, regard¬ 
less of his exact situation, will have 
to deal with one, though probably 
more, of five skill areas, those being 
first aid, signals, fire building, food 
and water, and shelter. These five areas 
of concern are collectively known as 
the “Pattern For Staying Alive" or 
“Systematic Survival.”

First Aid — The shoreline will present 
the survivor with some special con¬ 
cerns. The fringes of the oceans and 
seas are unique places, to say the 
least. Strange creatures with names 
like Lion’s Mane, Portuguese Man-of- 
War, Fire Sponge, Common Razor and 
Long-spined Urchin can be found on 
or just off shore. All can quickly and 
easily make life a terrible struggle for 
the unwary survivor. 

Injuries that appear minor at first, 
have a nasty habit of becoming excru¬ 
ciatingly painful and even life-threat¬ 
ening, in a remarkably short period 
of time, along the shore. The survivor 
who can not or does not treat all 
wounds swiftly and correctly is a threat 
to his own existence. 

While diving for lobster and abalone 
off San Clemente Island, Southern 
California, in December of 1986, I 
failed to immediately treat two tiny, 
open blisters that had appeared on one 
toe of each foot. When I finished my 
third and final dive of the day, I noticed 
some pain in my toes, but being a 
Marine, decided that I could put up 
with the pain, which I assumed would 
soon subside. 

By dawn, I knew I had made a 
major mistake. The pain was now so 
unbearable that I could not walk. The 
diving medical technician aboard “ran 
the tables” three times to insure I 
was not “bent,” but determined that 
I was okay there. I was medically 
evacuated or “medivacted” to Balboa

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must be ready to be ignited at a mo¬ 
ment’s notice from flames carried by 
you, from your base fire, which will 
usually be your camp fire. 

If I had my way, and I often do, I 
would have three visual and three 
audio signals prepared for use at all 
times, day or night. If I knew that one 
or two would not be of any use at a 
particular time, I would have alter¬ 
nates in mind. 

All of my signals would COMMAND 
a passer-by’s attention.

Fires — Fire site selection is extremely 
important when it is to be used by a 
shoreline survivor. Quite frequently, 
the best location for your fire site will 
be near where the hinterland meets 
the shoreline itself. This border area 
may provide the survivor with quick 
access to his signal fire sets, as well 
as fire building materials both on the 
beach and in the hinterland itself. In 
other words, it puts you right in the 
middle of the action. As far as the fire 
“triangle” — heat, fuel and oxygen — 
is concerned, this region also protects 
the fire from too much wind and other 
elements that might have an adverse 
effect on your camp fire. 

Tinder can come in many shapes and 
forms along the coast. Sandy beaches 
often have fine grasses growing behind 
the dunes. Seaweed that was hidden 
by the sea at high tide may become 
visible and accessible at low tide. 
When dried out in the sun, thin strips 
of it can make good tinder. In sub- 
topical zones, the inner husks of coco¬ 
nuts can be torn into shreds and dried, 
if necessary. It makes fine tinder. In 
temperate zones, the shore may be 
lined with conifers. Thke some of the 
lower-most branches that are bare of 
needles, and shave off some resinous 
shavings. They, too, can be used as 
tinder. 

Kindling may come in the way of 
those same conifer branches, but a lit¬ 
tle thicker. Driftwood can be chopped 
into thin sections, no thicker than a 
pencil, and used as kindling. Brush 
pulled from beneath that row of low 
shrubs might be just the ticket. 

And fuel? Shorelines are frequently 
ripe with the stuff, since they are sub¬ 
ject to fierce storms. Those storms blow 
down trees and sometimes even tear 
up the roots. The branches and limbs 
of those trees, plus the material the 

tree knocks loose on its way down, can 

be put to some very good use as fuel 
for your fires. The interior of a dead, 
fallen tree, known as punk wood, makes

Naval Hospital, where what seemed 
to me to be the entire hospital staff 
tried to figure out what was making 
this Marine perform his “final, fren¬ 
zied dance of death,” every time you 
so much as thought about touching his 
inflamed foot. 

They never did figure out what I 
had, for sure, but they did treat the 
ailment with oxycillin intravenously, 
which cured me in about a week. 

The moral of the story is, threat all 
wounds quickly and completely, regard¬ 
less of how trivial they appear to be. 
Assume nothing but the worst. 

A very common injury experienced 
by survivors along the sea shore are 
abrasions. Abrasions, especially those 
caused by coral, can become infected 
in no time — a situation the survivor 
needs to avoid. Caution is the key to 
avoiding them. Always wear footwear 
that will lessen the chances of you 
stumbling and falling, whether in or 
out of the water. Use a wading staff 
while scavenging in the shallows. 

Punctures are also very common. 
Creatures like stingrays love to rest 
on sandy bottoms in the shallows, half 
hidden by sand. The protein-based 
toxin found in the barb on their tail 
can cause serious injury and intense 
pain. A hot water soaking of the wound 
will help alleviate the pain and reduce 
swelling in doing so. 


Signals — Although sandy coasts are 
generally preferable for the construc¬ 
tion and use of visual signals, the rocky 
shore can be just as facilitating for 
the crafty survivor. 

Many if not most shores have sea¬ 
weed of some sort on or near them. 
Some dry species of seaweed produce 
a great deal of smoke when heaped onto 
a blazing fire. That same seaweed can 
be used to spell out “SOS” on a beach. 

If you have reason to believe that 
rescue will be made via helicopter, set 
your seaweed signal fires in a row, three 
of them, about 25 yards apart if you 
have the room. This will allow the pilot 
to get a good idea of wind direction 
in the landing zone. 

If I were you, I would never be 
caught without a signal mirror. Who 
knows how many survivors have been 
rescued because they “flashed” a pass¬ 
ing aircraft with a signal mirror? 

Audio signals can be of good use on 
a shore, but many tend to be drowned 
out by the action of the surf. As with 
all portions of this system of survival, 
approach signal construction and use 
from a worst case scenario. 

Don’t forget that that same wind 

that easily neutralized the effective¬ 
ness of your whistle, can neutralize 
your signal fires, too. Your fire sets 
must be constantly checked to deter¬ 
mine their state of readiness. They

Can you say 
‘sphygmomanometer?

J F you cant, don’t feel bad. I had 
been using one for a long time 
before I knew that the technical name 
for a blood pressure cuff was a sphyg¬ 
momanometer. 

At the scene of an accident one night 
a bystander decided he needed one 
more than I did. When I was filling 
out the theft report I realized I couldn’t 
even pronounce it, let alone spell it. 
If your tongue trips over the correct 
pronunciation (sphyg-MO-ma-nom-e- 
ter) no one cares. Fancy words don’t 
help when it hits the fan. 

There are four things that will tell 
you the state of well being of anyone 
who is seriously ill or injured. They 
are pulse, respiration, blood pressure, 
and temperature. These are known as 
the vital signs. Three vital signs can 
be measured with your eyeballs and 
a watch, but one, blood pressure, re¬ 
quires the sphygmomanometer and 
stethoscope. 

A blood pressure cuff is a very sim¬ 
ple device. It’s a cloth covered air blad¬ 
der with two rubber tubes attached. 
One tube is connected to a rubber bulb. 
The bulb has a simple thumb screw 
valve that is closed while you inflate 
the cuff, and opened while you deflate 
it. A second tube is connected to a 
gauge. The gauge has a dial calibrated 
in millimeters of mercury (mm Hg.), 
usually from 20 to 300 mm HG. in 10 
mm increments. A second type of cuff 
incorporates the gauge and bulb on one 
tube, rather than two — a feature that 
is very convenient in many cases. 

The cuff does nothing more than pro¬ 
vide the means to momentarily shut 
off the blood flow through an artery 
so the high point and low point of 
blood pressure can be measured and 
changes in blood pressure can be moni¬ 
tored over a period of time. 
Normally a blood pressure reading

is taken by placing a blood pressure 
cuff and stethoscope over the brachial 
artery. This artery is convenient and 
readily accessible. The brachial is 
located close to the surface of the 
skin on the inside center of both arms 
at the elbow. The cuff is wrapped 
around the arm about an inch or so 
above the elbow (hook & loop fasten¬ 
ing is commonly used to keep the cuff 
in place). The valve on the rubber bulb 
is closed and the bulb is squeezed to 
inflate the cuff. When the pressure in 
the cuff exceeds the highest pressure 
in the artery, the artery is squeezed 
shut and no blood flows downstream. 

You can tell when the cuff pressure 
exceeds the highest blood pressure by 
watching the needle on your gauge. As 
you inflate the cuff you will notice that 
the needle bounces. This tells you that 
there is still insufficient pressure in 
the cuff to shut off the highest blood 
pressure. The bounce is caused by the 
heart pumping blood at a higher pres¬ 
sure than the pressure from your cuff. 
Keep pumping. When the pressure 
from the cuff is higher than blood pres¬ 
sure, the bounce will stop because no 
blood is flowing through the artery. 
Usually the pressure in the cuff will 
exceed blood pressure about 150 to 
200 mm Hg. You will now need the 
stethoscope. 

A stethoscope is a listening device. 
It’s handy for listening to other things, 
such as lung sounds, but we’ll confine 
this to blood pressure only. 

The stethoscope is just two pieces of 
hollow rubber tubing. The two tubes 
are joined together at one end in a cir¬ 
cular metal housing. Most modern 
scopes offer a choice of a large (approx. 
l¥i" dia.) and a small (approx. 1 dia.) 
diaphram. This diaphram is placed over 
the brachial artery when measuring 
blood pressure. To choose between the 
large or small diaphram, just rotate 
the housing. 

Towards the opposite end of the 
stethoscope are the earpieces. Two 
curved metal tubes provide enough 
spring tension to allow you to insert 
both earpieces in your ears without 
having to use your hands to hold them 
there. A choice of plastic or rubber 
replacement earpieces and spare 
diaphrams are also included in your kit. 

To check vital signs, measure respi¬ 
rations by counting the number of 
times per minute the chest rises and 

falls. Usually an adult breathes 12 to 

20 times per minute. 

Measure the pulse by placing a finger 
on any of several pulse points, usually 
the carotid artery on either side of the 


neck, or the radial pulse on the wrist. 
Count the number of beats by looking 
at your watch for 15 seconds and then 
multiply by four to obtain the beats 
per minute. In the normal adult the 
pulse should be between 60 and 80 
beats per minute. 

Temperature should be 98.6 F. (37 
c.) but in the field, just place your 
hand on the victim’s forehead and feel 
for extreme heat or cold. If time per¬ 
mits use a thermometer by placing it 
under the tongue for at least three 
minutes. 

If you fail to detect breathing or 
a pulse check your ABCs: Airway, 
Breathing, and Circulation, and be pre¬ 
pared to do CPR (Cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation). 

This leaves the remaining vital sign, 
commonly called “B.P.,” but a little 
explanation is in order. 

Force Of Blood — Blood pressure is 
the force that circulating blood exerts 
against the walls of arteries. The heart 
muscle contracts to send out a spurt 
of oxygen-saturated blood to all the 
organs of your body. It then relaxes for 
a moment while the heart fills with 
more blood. Then it squeezes again and 
sends out another shot of blood. It is 
this rhythmic motion of the heart that 
enables us to feel and count the beats 
of the heart by placing a finger on the 
neck artery or wrist artery and meas¬ 
uring beats per minute. Counting a 
pulse rate only tells you that there is 
blood pressure, but it won’t tell you if 
the pressure is stable, or going up, or 
going down. You need the cuff and 
stethoscope for that. 

We’re all going to die. It may be slow 
and expected, as in a long bout with 
cancer, or it may be very fast and unex¬ 
pected, but regardless, the process will 
be the same. Think of it as journey 
down a highway from life to death. 
Fortunately this journey can be inter¬ 
rupted at any point if you recognize 
the signs and symptoms. Being able 
to measure changes in blood pressure 
is a vital indication of how far down 
the highway your victim has traveled. 

First the victim loses the ability to 
communicate. They become less aware 
of their surroundings and do not seek 
to express themselves. 

The victim then loses consciousness. 
They are completely unaware of their 
surroundings and cannot be aroused. 

As the victim slips deeper into 

unconsciousness, the muscles relax and 
the tongue falls back against the throat 
causing airway obstruction. Within a 
minute or two the victim is in respira¬ 


tory arrest. 

In another minute or two the heart 
stops because it cannot function without 
oxygen from the lungs. The victim is 
now in cardiac arrest. This is the point 
of clinical death. 

All the vital organs are now starving 
for blood and oxygen and the most vul¬ 
nerable organ is the brain. Brain cells 
begin to die and within a very short 
time (4 to 6 minutes is a rule of thumb) 
enough cells have died to cause bio¬ 
logical death or complete death of the 
organism. 

Many things cause injuries, but very 
few are immediately life threatening. 
The four primary threats to life are: 
1) an obstructed airway, 2) respiratory 
arrest, 3) cardiac arrest, and, 4) severe 
bleeding. 

If your victim is unconscious, do not 
forget the all important ABCs. Check 
the Airway, Breathing, and Circula¬ 
tion and control any bleeding. Now 
you’re ready to measure the high and 
low points of blood pressure. 

When the heart contracts, the pres¬ 
sure goes up and when it relaxes the 
pressure drops momentarily. Because 
of this squeeze/contract cycle (slightly 
faster than once per second) the entire 
volume of blood, about 12 pints, is cir¬ 
culated about once per minute in a 
somewhat jerky fashion. The highest 
point of blood pressure is called “sys¬ 
tole” and the lowest point is called 
“diastole.” It is the cuff and stetho¬ 
scope that allow you to hear systole, 
the highest pressure, and diastole, the 
low point when the system returns to 
its resting level. 

Taking Blood Pressure — Wrap the 
inflatable cuff around the victim’s 
upper arm with the lower edge of the 
cuff about an inch above the elbow. The 
arrow on the cuff should be centered over 
the brachial artery. Place the diaphram 
of your stethoscope over the brachial 
artery and listen for the pulsations. 
Close the valve on the bulb and quickly 
inflate the cuff to sufficient pressure 
to shut off the highest pressure in the 
artery. The needle on the pressure 
gauge will stop bouncing with every 
pulse beat, usually about 150 to 200 
mm Hg. With the stethoscope still in 
place over the brachial artery, slowly 
release the pressure in the cuff using 
the valve on the bulb. Keep your eyes 
on that gauge! Release pressure slowly, 

about 2 to 2 mm Hg. per second. 

As pressure in the cuff falls, at some 
point the highest arterial pressure will 
again equal cuff pressure. At this point

Changing Times

“ TW/T AY you live in interesting 
1.VJ. times.” This ancient Chinese 
saying seems at first glance to be a 
benevolent wish for someone’s future. 
In reality however, this wish means 
something quite different. In the cul¬ 
ture in which this saying originated, 
“interesting times” meant times of 
chaotic, often bloody, and always poten¬ 
tially dangerous changes. The saying 
is thus not a blessing, but a curse. 

We are now living in “interesting 
times.” Great changes are taking place 
all over the world. But changing times, 
as the Chinese sages knew well, are 
historically, perilous times. 

Over the past few months Americans 
have been bombarded with the images 
of freedom. The hated Berlin Wall 
being torn apart bit by bit by joyful 
Germans. The people of Czechoslovakia 
electing a president who, just months 


before, had been a political prisoner 
in a communist jail. The bloody revo¬ 
lution fought and won by Romanians 
reclaiming their country from the 
communist tyrants who ruled them for 
45 blood-stained years. Nicaraguans 
voting for freedom and against the 
Marxist Sandinistas. Marvelous and 
wonderful images all. 

These have been heady days for free¬ 
dom lovers everywhere. Americans can 
be justly proud of their role as the ulti¬ 
mate guarantor of freedom for the past 
half-century. As a natio n we have shed 
our blood and spent our treasure in 
the noble cause of worldwide freedom 
and democracy. 

But history is not over. Though hard ¬ 
line communism as an ideology and 
motivating force appears to be dying 
out, the Soviet nuclear threat to this 
nation remains as real and as strong 
as it ever was. It is true that the 
threat of a conventional war in Europe 
has rapidly diminished over the past 


months. But it is equally true that at 
the same time as Russian tanks and 
troops withdraw from Poland, Hungary, 
and Czechoslovakia Russian factories 
and shipyards are producing intercon¬ 
tinental and submarine-launched bal¬ 
listic missiles, and the nuclear powered 
submarines to carry them, at a rate 
that is higher than it was before Mik¬ 
hail Gorbachev came to power. It is 
also true that the spread of nuclear, 
chemical, and ballistic missile tech¬ 
nology in the third world poses yet 
another major threat to world stabil¬ 
ity and U.S. securit}^ 

The debate as to how the U.S. should 
respond to the rapidly changing world 
situation is beginning to intensify. On 
one side are those who say that this 
is a moment of opportunity for peace 
and demilitarization which we cannot 
afford to miss. On the other side are 
those who contend that in the real 
world it is the capabilities, not just 
the expressed intentions of our adver¬ 
saries, with which we must deal. 

Before we as a nation can decide on 
a rational policy for dealing with the 
changes in Eastern Europe and the 
Soviet Union we should understand 
both the causes and effects of those 
changes on our nation. 

The answer to the question of what 
caused Gorbachev to undertake the 
most radical change in Soviet foreign 
policy in the seventy-odd-year history 
of the Soviet Union can be found, in¬ 
terestingly enough, in the words of the 
patriarch of the Soviet state itself, 
Vladimir Ilyich Lenin. Lenin, in com¬ 
menting on the causes of the 1917 
communist revolution, said that revo¬ 
lutions occur when the bosses cannot 
go on with the old order and the masses 
will not. That observation, particularly 
the first half of it, is as true for Gor¬ 
bachev as it was for the Czar. Unlike 
Czar Nicholas, who never did truly real¬ 
ize that the old order simply could not 
go on any longer, Mikhail Gorbachev

did indeed realize that the old order 
was withering away because of a grow¬ 
ing inability on the part of the Soviet 
Union to both economically sustain 
itself and enforce militarily its will on 
other nations. 

It is important to remember that just 
10 years before Gorbachev came to 
power the U.S. elected a president, 
Jimmy Carter, who presided over the 
most disastrous four years of any presi¬ 
dent elected since the start of the cold 
war: Indeed the years 1976 to 1980 were 
years of unblemished success for the 
Soviet empire. Communist insurgen¬ 
cies, inspired and financed by Moscow, 


were popping up everywhere, from 
Angola to Nicaragua. Soviet military 
forces, both nuclear and conventional, 
were growing ever stronger, even as 
president Carter was cutting strategic 
nuclear systems like the B-l bomber 
and virtually dismantling the U.S. 
intelligence establishment. These poli¬ 
cies were coupled with the give back 
of the Panama Canal and the with¬ 
drawal of support for longtime U.S. 
allies such as Nicaragua and Iran, 
leading eventually to their fall. 

Finally in 1979 came the Soviet inva¬ 
sion of Afghanistan. All in all, the 
decade of the 1970s closed with things 
looking very good from the Soviet 
viewpoint. 

Then came the election of Ronald 

Reagan, and with it a complete turn¬ 
around in U.S. foreign policy and mili¬ 
tary strategy. We began to rebuild and 
modernize both our conventional and 


nuclear forces. And more importantly, 
despite a massive propaganda cam¬ 
paign by the Soviets and European and 
American anti-nuclear radicals, we 
began to deploy short and medium 
range nuclear missiles in NATO coun¬ 
tries as a counter to the massive build 
up of Soviet and Warsaw Pact forces. 
Both British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher and German Chancellor Hel¬ 
mut Kohl deserve a great deal of cre¬ 
dit along with President Reagan for 
their decision to go forward with the 
deployment of these weapons. 

At the same time the U.S. began to 
arm and support anti-communist free¬ 


dom fighters around the world. The 
most successful example of this policy 
was of course, Afghanistan. What the 
Soviets in 1979 thought would be a 
walkover, turned instead into a major 
military setback for the Soviet Union. 

President Reagan also showed the 
Soviets with such actions as the inva¬ 
sion of Grenada and the attack on Kad- 
dafy, that the U.S. would no longer rule 
out the use of force when it deemed 
such force necessary to protect its 
interests. 

Finally, the Reagan administration 
conceived of and funded the Strategic 
Defense Initiative, SDI. There is 
perhaps no single U.S. policy of the 
1980s which so upset the Soviets as 

much as the SDI. There are two rea- 

sons for this. First, the Soviets real¬ 
ized because of their own efforts to 
develop an SDI, that the key to such 
a system was ultra-sophisticated tech¬ 


nology. Technology which they did not 
have but which the US. did. Second, 
they understood that should the U.S. 
develop an effective missile defense 
system, their claim to superpower sta¬ 
tus, which was based primarily on their 
nuclear capacity, would be undermined 
forever. 

Thus when Gorbachev assumed 
power m 1985 he did so in a world that 
at least militarily looked far less 
bright for the Soviets than it did just 
five years earlier. As the 1980s wore 
on, both the military and the economic 
position of tne Soviet Union worsened. 

Gorbachev saw that the economy of 
the Soviet Union was on the road to 
collapse. The only way that this col¬ 
lapse could be averted was by radically 
restructuring (perestroika) the entire 
economy. The only way that this res¬ 
tructuring could take place was by 
joining the worldwide marketplace. 
Gorbachev understood that before the 
Soviets would be allowed entry into 
the world economy the West would 
demand that the Soviets renounce the 
use of force in their efforts to maintain 
and further the spread of communism. 

This Gorbachev did, and almost 
immediately the peoples of Eastern 
Europe began to test Gorbachev’s word. 
In Poland a Solidarity government was 
elected. In Hungary border guards were 
ordered not to interfere with East Ger¬ 
man citizens crossing the Hungarian 
border into West Germany. Suddenly 
and seemingly from out of nowhere 
democratic reform groups sprang to 
life throughout the countries of the 
Eastern bloc. 

At first many of the hard-line com¬ 
munist governments in these countries 
responded with threats and in some 
cases actual crackdowns. But it soon 
became clear that such crackdowns 
would be undertaken without the sup¬ 
port, either political or military, of 
Mikhail Gorbachev. No Soviet troops 
would be sent to rescue the totter¬ 
ing communist governments of East 
Europe. 

Effects Of The Changes — If the cold 
war was bad, the end of the cold war 
has to be good, right? 

That question may not be as simple 
to answer as it at first appears. As 
Col. Don Lundy of the Army War Col¬ 
lege in Carlysle, Pennsylvania, put it, 
“With the rebirth of nationalism in the 

East, are we going back to 1912 and 

an endless round of territorial dis¬ 
putes?” And if so, “How much of a 
threat will that be to U.S. interests?” 
The 40 years of the cold war, it should

be remembered, not only kept the peace 
between the superpowers, but also 
served to suppress the historic rival¬ 
ries and tensions between and within 
the nations of Europe, which have over 
the centuries been the cause of numer¬ 
ous wars. Indeed, within just a few 
months of the historic events of 
November-December 1989, the world 
has already seen ethnic Hungarians 
beaten and killed by Romanian mobs, 
and some German leaders refusing to 
guarantee the existing borders of 
Poland once Germany reunites. 

As U.S. and Soviet forces draw down 
in Europe it is very possible that the 
relative stability the cold war imposed 
will be replaced by outbreaks of nation¬ 
alist violence and increasing tensions 
between the nations of Europe them¬ 
selves. Indeed the prospect for increas¬ 
ing nationalist strife in Europe has 
prompted Sen. Sam Nunn, D-Georgia 
and chairman of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, to request a re 
view by both superpowers of their 
nuclear weapons security and fail safe 
systems for those weapons maintained 
on European soil. The threat of a ter¬ 
rorist group gaining control of a nu¬ 
clear warhead cannot be discounted by 
either superpower, 

The potential for nationalist strife 
and instability in a newly restructured 
East Europe are not the only problems 
facing U.S. policy makers. As was noted 
earlier the Soviet Union is enlarging 
not reducing its nuclear stockpile. Fur¬ 
ther, despite the dire straits of the 
Soviet economy, Gorbachev is stili sup¬ 
plying massive quantities of aid and 
arms to Soviet client states such as 
Cuba, Angola and Afghanistan. 

Despite perestroika, glasnost, and the 
opening of East Europe there has yet 
been no fundamental shift of Soviet 
resources from the military to the 
civilian economy. In fact even the 
highly publicized withdrawal of Soviet 
forces from Eastern Europe is a two- 
edged sword. Says James Blackwell, 
a defense analyst at the Center for 
Strategic and International Studies, 
“So far, the threat has not reduced one 
bit. . . We haven’t seen Gorby des¬ 
troy a single tank yet. If you move 
them east of the Urals, you haven’t 
demobilized. You’ve created a strategic 
reserve.” 

Strangely enough the head of the 
KGB may have given the clearest indi¬ 
cation yet of the long range goals of 


Gorbachev’s policy of perestroika. 
Speaking in November 1989 on the 
anniversary of the Russian revolution, 
General Vladimir Kryuchkuv, the 
director of the KGB said, “In military 
affairs, perestroika and modernization 
of Soviet technology under the new 
economic thinking and more open 
East-West trade, will help increase the 
military might of our country, . . and 
Soviet disarmament proposals act as 
solvents to disarm the military indus¬ 
trial complex of NATO.” In other words, 
the freeing of East Europe and the poli¬ 
cies of perestroika and glasnost may 
in the long run be intended to “Fin- 
landize” Western Europe through the 
dismantling of the NATO alliance. Such 
an occurrence, according to Paolo Liebl, 
senior research fellow at the Atlantic 
Council, would lead to a situation 
where the “Soviet Union. . . will re¬ 
main the predominant military power 
on the European land mass. We might 
see a situation where the Soviet Union 
essentially accomplishes the objectives 
of Stalin, although at a much reduced 
level of armament.” 

Ominous Changes — Unrelated to the 
events in Eastern Europe or the Soviet 
Union, there are other, more ominous 
changes occurring throughout the third 
world which will have a direct bearing 
on U.S. policies in the coming decade. 
The spread of ballistic missile tech¬ 
nology, coupled with nuclear, chemical 
and biological weapons proliferation in 
the third world, is now believed by 
many in the U.S. government to repre¬ 
sent the single greatest threat to world 
peace and U.S. security. 

There are currently 16 nations which 
possess chemical weaponry. In the next 
10 years that number could double or 
triple. During that same time period, 
U.S. defense analysts expect that the 
number of nations with nuclear wea¬ 
pons will grow to between 12 and 15, 
among them such countries as Iraq, 
Iran, Taiwan, Pakistan and North 
Korea. With long-range ballistic mis¬ 
siles becoming increasingly available 
to responsible and irresponsible govern¬ 
ments alike, the threat of an attack 
directly upon the U.S. by a crazed or 
fanatic third world leader cannot be 
discounted. The cold war remained cold 
for 40 years because both sides were 
essentially rational. Deterrence can¬ 
not be expected to work when one side 
is led by an irrational leader such as 


a Kaddafy, or a religious fanatic such 
as Khomeini. 

“The occasion is piled high with 
difficulty, and we must rise to the 
occasion. As our case is new, so we 
must think and act anew.” 

Those words were spoken by Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln in an address to Congress 
during the height of the Civil War. 
They could just as easily have been 
written about the turbulent times of 
today. 

How should the U.S. react to the 
changes taking place around the world? 
What alterations, if any, do we need 
to make in our foreign policy and mili¬ 
tary posture to accommodate these 
changes and at the same time advance 
our national interests and maintain 
national security? 

For starters the U.S. must keep in 
mind that the destiny of Mikhail Gor¬ 
bachev will be written in Moscow and 
not in Washington. We must not fall 
into the trap of basing our foreign 
policy on the fate of one individual. 
Making concessions of any type, whe¬ 
ther in arms control negotiations, eco¬ 
nomic aid, or in diplomatic silence 
regarding moral issues such as Lithu¬ 
anian independence, in the hope that 
by these concessions we can strengthen 
Gorbachev’s chances for political sur¬ 
vival, is a mistake. 

Second. Economic assistance to the 
Soviet Union, whether in the form of 
direct aid or admission into the world¬ 
wide economic community must be 
conditioned on the Soviets ceasing 
their military aid to regimes such as 
Cuba, North Korea and Afghanistan. 
Right now the Soviets provide such 
assistance to the tune of between $15 
and $18 billion a year. The Soviets 
cannot be allowed to have it both ways. 
If they wish the help of the West in 
rebuilding their economy they must 
stop subsidizing regimes which are 
enemies of the West. 

Arms control. There is here a good 
possibility for cooperation between the 
two superpowers. Both sides can afford 
to cut strategic systems by 50 percent. 
The specifics of such cuts will have to 
be negotiated carefully since there does 
not exist a 1:1 ratio between the stra¬ 
tegic systems of both sides. 

NATO. If the Soviets continue to 
withdraw troops and tanks back into 
the Soviet Union itself the U.S. will 
be able to substantially cut the forces 
it commits to NATO. There is no rea- 
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son why the NATO allies cannot as¬ 
sume a greater burden in providing for 
their own defense. However, it is likely 
that as the Soviet threat recedes, neu¬ 
tralist sentiment in Europe and isola¬ 
tionist sentiment in the U.S. will grow. 
There will be calls on both sides of the 
Atlantic for the complete withdrawal 
of U.S. forces from Europe and the 
dismantling of NATO. Such efforts 
must be resisted. With the Warsaw 
Pact collapsing, NATO will be the only 
force capable of maintaining military 
stability in Europe. 

U.S. military posture. Deterrence is 
not dead. Whether or not strategic 
nuclear stockpiles are reduced through 
arms control agreements, the U.S. must 
maintain an arsenal sufficient to deter 
an attack. In deciding how much is 
enough in terms of military expendi¬ 
tures and hardware the U.S. must con¬ 
sider the capabilities, not just the 
publicly expressed intentions of poten¬ 


tial adversaries. 

The U.S. is an island nation. We are 
dependent upon the sea lanes for our 
trade and our energy. While we may 
reduce reliance on foreign oil in the 
long-term, for the forseeable future at 
least, the import of oil is a necessity 
to maintain a navy capable of keeping 
them open—even if this means reduc¬ 
ing the so-called "‘peace-dividend.” 

SDI. As nuclear, chemical and bal¬ 
listic missile technology continues to 
spread among third world nations the 
importance of a ballistic missile de¬ 
fense for the U.S. continues to grow. 
Colonel Kaddafy recently stated that 
if he had had a nuclear tipped ICBM 
at the time of the U.S. strike against 
Libya, he would have launched it 
against New York. It is a certainty 
that either he or some other lunatic 
leader will soon have such a capability. 
We must develop an ability to neutral¬ 
ize this growing threat. 


Last but not least, ideals. The under¬ 
lying reason communism is collapsing 
is that throughout the long decades 
of the cold war, the U.S. and the Wes¬ 
tern commitment to the ideals of free¬ 
dom and liberty remained firm. This 
commitment must continue. 

We must not allow ourselves to be 
intimidated into silence. We should 
congratulate Gorbachev for lifting the 
iron fist from Eastern Europe, but at 
the same time take him to task for 
his actions in Lithuania. The same 
holds true for China. 

According to Freedom House, a non¬ 
partisan organization “dedicated to 
the strengthening of free societies,” 
the 1980s “recorded some 30 transi¬ 
tions from military or one-party dom¬ 
ination to formal civilian, elected rule.” 
As a result, “a higher percentage and 
a higher number of people live in free¬ 
dom. . . than at any time previously 
recorded.” •

Though the noises out¬ 
side turn out to be harmless, Purcell 
suddenly realizes the importance of 
knowing how to use the gun in her 
house. When her friend, actor Geoffrey 
Lewis, suggests a course on fireaims, 
Purcell immediately agrees. 

Hosted by Gerald McRaney, who por¬ 
trayed a private detective on the TV 
series Simon and Simon, the video 
shows Purcell taking lessons from 
champion shooters Mickey Fowler and 
Mike Dalton. Fowler begins with the 
very basics of firearms ownership, from 
types of guns to the ammunition they 
use. He later explains, simply but 
thoroughly, how a gun actually works. 
Cutaway diagrams and graphics are 
excellent features here. As she pro 
gresses, Purcell practices the actual 
mechanics of firing her gun. The em¬ 
phasis throughout the video is on 
safety, from handling a gun correctly 
to using the appropriate safety equip 
ment while shooting. Roughly an hour 
in length, A Woman's Guide to Fire¬ 
arms is designed to be repeated by 
the viewer; periodically, McRaney en 
courages the viewer to rewind the tape 
to review certain sections. While not 
a substitute for a hands-on firearms 
course, as the video repeatedly stresses, 
it is an entertaining introduction that 
encourages novices — men or women 
— to learn more on the subject. •

The Mitson System 

How women can protect against rape. . . staff Report 








The victim immediately assumes the Mitson stance with knees 
bent and elbows pointed out. 


Twisting back to the right, the 
right elbow delivers another blow. 


A t 10:30 p.m. on a quiet Thursday 
evening a young woman left the 
checkout counter of a suburban grocery 
store. She headed for her Dodge Cara¬ 
van which was parked in the far corner 
of the lot. Casually dressed, Barbara 
was anxious to get home and walked 
briskly toward the passenger side of 
the vehicle. Preoccupied with the week¬ 
end activities she was mentally re¬ 
hearsing, the woman was unaware of 
the impending danger within her sur¬ 
roundings. This was presumedly a safe 
neighborhood. 

As she paused briefly to switch the 


groceries from one arm to another, her 
small right hand slipped into her 
jacket pocket and retrieved her keys. 
Suddenly, the only other automobile 
that was parked nearby sped off to¬ 
ward the street. With one quick turn 
of the key, the sliding door opened 
and she stretched out her arms to place 
the grocery bag on the nearest seat. 

Then it happened. . . just as she was 
about to close the door, Barbara was 
seized from behind and locked within 
the powerful grip of an unknown as¬ 
sailant. His large hand moved quickly 



Next she drops down. . . 


to her mouth and the black glove 
covered her entire face. As her knees 
stiffened, Barbara tried desparately to 
resist his efforts to force her into 
the van. 

Unable to cry out for help, a sense 
of absolute terror came over her, and 
paralyzed with fear, tears streamed 
down her face. Beating ever so rapidly, 
her heart felt as though it would 
explode in her chest. The little resis¬ 
tance she offered only heightened the 
thrill of this animal who wanted to 
rape her. 

Barbara knew that if the door of the 
van closed with her inside, the rape 
would turn to murder. This dreadful 
thought brought on a new surge of 
adrenalin, and with no previous ex¬ 
perience m self defense, she struggled 
to break free. Instinctively she bit 
down hard on the hand that was si¬ 
lencing her The attacker momentarily 
released his hold giving her time to 
scream for help. Two men who were 
entering the store heard the scream 
and rushed toward the van. As the 
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men shouted for the release of the 
woman, the assailant hurled Barbara 
to the ground and made his escape. 

In this true-life situation, Barbara’s 
good fortune was the result of circum¬ 
stance, not skill. For many women 
(nearly one million in the U.S. every 
year) the end of the story is tragic. 
They become the victims of a terribly 
violent and humiliating crime per¬ 
petuated by men from all walks of life: 
doctors, lawyers, teachers, ministers, 
police officers and casual acquaintances. 

Research conducted by Dr. Pauline 
Bart, a professor of sociology at the 
University of Illinois and the author 
of Stopping Rape: Successful Sui'vival 
Stratagies (Pergamon Press) shows 
that there is no list of characteristics 
or traits that distinguish a rapist from 
a non-rapist. They come from every 
racial and economic status with one sin¬ 
gular goal — to dominate a woman 
psychologically, emotionally, cogni¬ 
tively, and physically. According to 
author Helen Benedict, “A rapist puts 
his victim in a position of helpless¬ 
ness, makes it clear to her that she 
is utterly at his mercy, breaks her 
will by humiliating and degrading her, 
and finally inflicts pam.” 

But what if the rules of the game 
changed? What if women were no 
longer percieved as helpless females, 
unable to protect themselves from an 
overly aggressive male population? 
What if the women of America could 
learn simple, easy to learn moves that 
would help them survive an attack like 
the kind perpetrated against Barbara? 

Mits Yamashita, the highest rank¬ 
ing instructor of Yoshinkai Aikido, and 
Andy Wilson, an international black 
belt Karate champion, have developed 
the “Mitson System of Self Defense for 
Women.” 

Mits and Andy specif ically developed 
the Mitson System for women with lit¬ 
tle or no prior experience in self de¬ 
fense. Working women and busy home¬ 
makers who haven’t got the time for 
formal training can learn the basic 
moves in the privacy of their own 
home with the help of a new video 
tape Mits and Andy have produced. 

The Mitson System teaches effective 
techniques to employ against the basic 
grabs and most common forms of attack 
upon women. It emphasizes the impor¬ 
tance of a quick response and because 
the moves are so simple, anyone can 
learn it and do it. 

The Mitson basic position incor¬ 
porates a bent-knee stance for better 
stability. The arms are horizontal and 
bent, elbows pointing out and fists 
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The Mitson System 



Twist and give an elbow punch with the right Follow up with a quick punch using the left 

elbow. elbow. 


When both wrists are grabbed. 


immediately assume the Mitson 
stance. 


next to the chest. Striking blows are 
made with the elbows in a series of 
back and forth swipes that,when com¬ 
bined with the rotating power of the 
hips, can deliver a multitude of de¬ 
vastating jabs and punches. 

The three patterns of elbow move¬ 
ments in the Mitson System include: 

(1) horizontal movement side to side, 

(2) across the face diagonally, and (3) 
up and down vertically. These blows 
are delivered quickly and according to 
the type of attack made on the victim, 
i.e., double wrist grab, choke hold or 
rear bear hug attack. 

Besides the home instruction course 
on video (available in a sign language 
version for the deaf), certified Mit¬ 
son instructors are available for one- 
day seminars throughout the United 
States. These instructors work in co¬ 
operation with local rape crisis centers 
and provide hands-on instruction and 
more advanced teaching than what is 
shown on the video. 

Mits and Andy have stated, “No sys¬ 
tem of self defense is foolproof.’ 5 With 
that in mind, they have joined forces 
with American Personal Security In¬ 
ternational (APSI) to create the ulti¬ 
mate self defense concept. APSI mar¬ 
kets a super tear gas unit known as 
Lightning Bolt that has a key ring 
attached to the base of the hand held 
aerosol unit. The liquid tear gas unit 
will spray up to 18 feet putting the 
“toughest” assailant to the ground in 
seconds. 

The Mitson video and Lightning 
Bolt unit are marketed through inde¬ 
pendent multi-level distributors na¬ 
tionwide. A small $25 fee entitles a 
distributor to receive one Lightning 
Bolt unit, a training manual, and the 
right to buy wholesale and sign up 
other distributors under them. People 
with little or no karate training are 
now teaching the Mitson System and 
earning extra income in the process. 
Wilson adds, “No woman should be 
defenseless. Recent FBI reports show 
that over 90 percent of rapes occur 
with keys in their possession. With 
the APSI ground floor program, more 
lives will be saved and less rapes will 
occur.”

The Auto-Ordnance Corporation in 
West Hurley, New York, has been mak¬ 
ing 1911A-ls for sale to the public for 
the better part of a decade now. Their 
Government Model pistol is all 4140 
steel construction except for the check¬ 
ered plastic grip panels and as iden¬ 
tical to military specification as any 
1911A-1 we’ve seen over the years. 

Shooting standard 230-grain military 
ball ammunition (American Eagle and 
Remington brands) we put the Auto- 
Ordnance gun through its paces and 
it performed quite well, indeed. 

As has happened with other new 
out-of-the-box 1911 A-Is we’ve tested, 
we did experience a couple of jams dur¬ 
ing firing. These were failures to fully 
extract spent casings and were im¬ 
mediately cleared by racking the slide. 
These may have been the result of a 
loose hold on the gun since all other 
rounds fired before and after the two 
jams were cycled perfectly. 

Trigger pull we reckoned at about 
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6M> pounds and was pretty smooth. 
Accuracy was good; about what you’d 
expect from 15 to 25 yards with your 
basic oult-of-the-box mil spec Govern¬ 
ment Model, maybe just a little better 
than some of the other 1911 A-Is we’ve 
shot. You have the standard dimen¬ 
sions: 8M2. inches overall length, 5-inch 
barrel, 39-ounce weight empty, and so 
on (8-shot capacity: 7 in mag + 1 in 
spout). 

All in all, the Thompson 1911A-1 is 
a very solid, good quality, good shoot¬ 
ing pistol, if our test sample is any 
indication. This is a .45 we’d be happy 
to have anytime for sport or self- 
defense uses. And of course if you 
want to customize the gun, you have 
an excellent basic pistol to start with. 
Suggested retail price is $368.95. This 
gun is also available in .38 Super 
caliber and as the new ZG-51 “Pit 
Bull” shortened Government Model, 
which we plan on testing down the 
road. 

If you’re in the market for a Govern¬ 
ment Model .45 or .38 Super pistol, 
these guns are well worth checking 
out. See your gun dealer, or contact 
Auto-Ordnance Corporation, Dept.

A T first glance, the new Jericho 
941 multi-caliber semiautomatic 
pistol could be taken for the Desert 
Eagle pistol. 

The Jericho, which also bears a cer¬ 
tain resemblance to the Czech CZ-75 
pistol, is made by Israel Military In¬ 
dustries, as is the Desert Eagle. 

According to a spokesman for K.B.I., 
Inc., U.S. importer of the Jericho 941, 
I.M.I. wanted a family look to its guns 
and that is why the Jericho has the 
appearance of a scaled down Desert 
Eagle. 

But cosmetics aside, the Jericho is 
a much different firearm than the 
Desert Eagle. 

This recoil-operated, double-action 
handgun offers the advantage of a no¬ 
tools quick change of barrels, recoil 
spring assemblies and magazines for 
shooting either 9 millimeter Parabel- 
lum or the new .41 Action Express 
ammunition. 

The 941 is sold complete with lock- 
able plastic case containing the gun, 
9 mm and .41 AE barrels and recoil 
spring assemblies, 50 rounds of FMJ 
Uzi brand .41 AE and 9 mm ammu¬ 
nition, two magazines for each caliber 
and cleaning gear and owners manual. 
The 9 mm magazines hold 16 rounds 
each and the .41 AE magazines hold 
11 rounds each. 

I.M.I. is the originator of the .41 
AE cartridge which is produced com¬ 
mercially in its Samson and Uzi ammo 
brands. Other ammunition makers are 
now also producing this round and 
there are several handguns on the 
market which fire it. The .41 AE round 
has similar velocity to the 10 mil¬ 
limeter round but produces less cham¬ 
ber pressure and therefore less recoil 
and muzzle rise. 

Apparently, some problems have been 
experienced by shooters — mainly 
having to do with extraction — in 
some of the handguns which fire the 
.41 AE round and I.M.I. wanted to 
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develop a pistol designed to shoot 
the .41 AE caliber. This they have 
done well with the Jericho 941. 

Some of the other features of the 
941 which stand out upon examining 
it are the polygonal rifled barrels 
which provide lower recoil and better 
accuracy; the full-iength, internal slide 
rails which prevent binding of the slide 
(no left or right movement), promote 
smooth functioning and add to ac¬ 
curacy; and tritium on the drift-ad 
justable (windage only) front and rear 
sights for true night shooting capa¬ 
bility. The ambidextrous decocking 
lever on the slide disconnects the trig¬ 
ger as it lowers the hammer. 

The combat-style squared trigger 
guard and grip are serrated in front 
and facilitate two handed shooting. 
The grip dimensions are anatomically 
formed to permit “rapid, accurate, 
instinctive shooting,” according to the 
941 instruction manual. Grip panels 
are black plastic. The gun has a matte 
black finish. 

It takes only about one minute to 
change from 9 mm to .41 AE or vice 
versa by partially disassembling the 
gun, which is the same disassembly 
done for cleaning. As with other 
modern semiautomatic pistols, after 
unloading the gun, draw the slide back 
to line up indentations in the slide 
and frame, punch out the slide catch 
lever and pull the slide forward and 
off the frame, then remove the recoil 
spring assembly and barrel and you’re 
ready for cleaning or caliber changing. 

We test fired the 941 at two separate 
shooting sessions with the I.M.I. Uzi 
brand 115-grain full metal jacketed 9 
mm ammo and 200-grain full metal 
jacketed .41 AE ammo supplied in the 
case with the gun and with other com¬ 
mercial 9 mm ammunition. 

Firing from a standing position with¬ 
out a rest from 15 to 25 yards from 
our targets we obtained very good 
results with the 941 in both calibers. 
My personal favorite was the .41 AE 
caliber for this gun. Having fired many

No 

Perestroika 


‘On this side of the world its business as usual for the tyrants 
who hold North 
Korea in their 
iron grip’. . .

HEN I received my orders for 
Korea I was both sad and elated. 
Sad that I would be separated from 
my family and friends for a year, but 
also looking forward to being in an¬ 
other country, having a different job 
and making new friends. 

South Korea is a study in contrast, 
with old traditions and costumes 
merged with the bustling economy of 
a growing democratic nation. The 
Korean people have a strong work ethic 
and strive to get a good education and 
provide themselves and their families 
with the fruits of capitalism. 

While the Berlin Wall has fallen and 
the countries of Eastern Europe are 
throwing off the shackles of commu¬ 
nism, or reforming communism, on this 
side of the world it is business as usual 
for the tyrants who hold North Korea 
in their iron grip. 

The two Koreas are separated by the 
2.5-mile-wide and 155-mile-long Demi¬ 
litarized Zone or DMZ. The border area 
on both sides of the DMZ is heavily 
fortified by fences, concrete bunkers, 
mine fields and hundreds of thousands 
of heavily armed troops. Electronic 
listening posts dot hilltops with intel¬ 
ligence personnel constantly scanning 
the other side for signs of infiltration 
or overtly hostile action. 

I recently went on a tour of the 
Truce Village at Pamunjom. This vil¬ 
lage straddles the DMZ and is where 
most of the official dialogue between 
the two countries takes place. As you 
go north from Seoul you notice the 
preparations the south has made in 
anticipation of an invasion from the 
north. Most major highways have built- 
in blockades that can be blown up to 
prevent their use by invaders. Anti¬ 
tank walls and traps are visible and 
most major bridges are designed with 
sections that can be blown out easily. 

Over the years there have been many 
incidents along the DMZ, the large 
part of these perpetrated by the north. 
Most of these incidents are harassing 


in nature but they can be overtly vio¬ 
lent. Such was the case in 1976 when 
a work crew attempting to cut a tree 
inside the DMZ was attacked by North 
Korean guards. Two Americans were 
murdered before a reactionary force 
could come to their aid. But there are 
other violations of the cease-fire (there 
has never been a peace treaty between 
North Korea and South Korea and its 


allies) that take place on a less ob¬ 
vious level. 

While on the DMZ tour I spoke of, 
we were told of three infiltration tun¬ 
nels discovered since 1974. On March 
4, 1990, just three weeks after my 
DMZ tour, a fourth tunnel was dis¬ 
covered. The 6-foot-by-6-foot shaft, 
believed to extend 6,000 feet, was bur¬ 
rowed through solid granite nearly 500 
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feet beneath the surface in an ex¬ 
tremely rugged mountainous area 
about 100 miles northeast of Seoul 
and about 20 miles from the penin¬ 
sula’s east coast. 

Although the tunnel appeared to be 
abandoned, it left behind a reminder 
of mindless disregard for life. A scout 
dog sent into the tunnel by South 


Korean soldiers was killed by a mine. 
At least 10 other booby traps have 
been discovered since investigation of 
this tunnel began. In the past 16 years 
of tunnel search operations, 10 people 
have been killed and 16 injured by 
booby traps left behind by the North 
Korean builders. 

Although North Korea consistently 


claims it only wants peace and unifi¬ 
cation of the country through peaceful 
means, its actions constantly belie its 
words. The purpose of these tunnels 
is obviously to move thousands of 
heavily armed soldiers south of the 
fortified DMZ and make a rapid move 
on the capital city of Seoul. 

When confronted with the evidence 
of their treachery the North Koreans 
rail against the Seoul government and 
their allies. They claim the south con¬ 
structed the tunnels as propaganda 
ploys or attempted to pass them off as 
abandoned coal mines. One can only 
wonder at the tenacity and/or compe 
tence of a coal miner who would bore 
through 600 feet of solid granite 
without finding a single seam of coal. 
Defectors from the North have stated 
that there may be as many as 20 of 
these tunnels in existence. 

Communist agents also use the col¬ 
leges and universities of South Korea 
as staging areas for their devitalizing 
tactics. Demonstrations against the 
South Korean government and the 
United States are common and often 
violent. As on most campuses there 
are always a few “useful idiots” who 
can be manipulated to spout party 
rhetoric and advocate the overthrow 
of the legal government. 

The South Korean government has 
its problems just as all governments 
do, but it still has the support of a 
majority of the voters. The Korean peo¬ 
ple I deal with on a daily basis are 
happy the United States is here to pro¬ 
tect the peace. These are not the bar 
girls or hustlers who make a living 
off the G.I., but teachers, merchants 
and the normal Korean citizen who 
understand what life would be like in 
a “workers paradise” of the coramun i st 
making. 

With the democratic reforms going 
on in Europe many of our elected ofti 
cials are clamoring for massive troop 
cuts, not only in Europe but also in 
the Far East. Those of us in Korea are 
already hearing of base closings and 
troop pullouts. While reductions are 
surely warranted in Europe owing to 
the Russians being asked to leave by 
their “host” countries, the situation 
here is totally different. The North 
Koreans are surely chuckling at the 
Bush administration’s rose-colored- 
glasses view of the Chinese response 
to their own pro-democracy movement. 

There should never be the remotest 

chance that South Korea could suffer 
the same fate as some of our former 
allies in the area, i.e., South Vietnam, 
Cambodia or Laos. •

Outdoors Threat: 









the top — from using a firebow, flint 
and steel, magnifying glass, and fin¬ 
ally, by using firearms cartridges or 
matches, lb protect ourselves from 
insects we need to study both the 
historical and current means of deal¬ 
ing with the threat. 

Threats from insects are usually only 
thought of as tick-borne diseases such 
as Lyme disease or Rocky Mountain 
spotted fever. But an early-season trout 
angler, particularly those who fish the 
northern states or Canada where the 
black fly is king, will verify that 
swarms of insects are more than an 
inconvenience. Mosquitos and black 
flies can literally deny an area to both 
humans and other animals if one is 
not prepared. Canadian Indians tell of 
dogs being killed and of moose and 
other big game fleeing in panic after 
being assailed by swarms of black flies 
or mosquitos. 

There are over 2,500 species of 
mosquitos worldwide, of which we are 
blessed to coexist with 150 to 200 spe¬ 
cies in the United States. Only the 
female mosquito bites, and then only 
at a time during the reproductive cycle 
when the normal vegetarian diet of 
plant juices must be supplemented by 
a carnivorous meal of blood to promote 
egg development. 

The average person collects about 
200 mosquito bites during an average 
summer. These will likely cause no 
more harm than itching and a bad 
temper, though mosquitos transmit a 
small number of cases of encephalitis 
each year in the United States.. 

While the black fly is not known as 
a disease carrier, this insect is a legend 
of the north woods. Though they swarm 
at their greatest numbers in the spring, 
there are always enough left after that 
time of year to plague any mammal 
hanging around the swiftly flowing 
streams where they breed. Unlike the 
mosquito, which bores a hoie in the 
skin to extract a meal, the black fly 
has rasping jaws that painfully gouge 
and abrade their way through the skin. 

Punkies and no-see-ums are generic 
names for small, biting insects, usually 
biting midges or sand flies. Small 
enough to penetrate insect netting, 
they breed in swampy areas and swarm 
and cause a wound similar to the 
black fly. 

Diseases transmitted by ticks include 
Lyme disease, Rocky Mountain spot¬ 
ted fever, Colorado tick fever and tul¬ 
aremia. The tick which has attracted 
the most attention is Ixodes dammini, 
known as the deer tick, bear tick or 
Lyme tick, depending on which part 


of the country you find it. This crea¬ 
ture will be not much larger than a 
pinhead at the larval stage and, at 
maturity, it will only be half the size 
of the common wood or dog tick, Der- 
macentor variabilis. The numerous 
species of ticks found in North America 
can carry a wide variety of diseases 
— all should receive the respect and 
precautions given the deer tick. 

Ticks lurk in grass and brush, and 
commonly are picked up by humans 
or animals while walking. They then 
crawl up the body and at some point 
burrow into the flesh with their mouth- 
parts to feed on blood. If left in place 
for 24 hours an infected deer tick can 
transfer the Lyme disease bacteria to 
its victim. 

The most common Lyme disease 
symptom is a large skin rash which 
may appear from three to 32 days after 
a bite by an infected tick. Other sym¬ 
ptoms include fever, chills, headache 
stiffness in joints, weakness and fati¬ 
gue. Later stages of the disease are 
characterized by forms of arthritis and 
cardiac and nervous system disorders. 

Or, the infected person may exhibit 
no symptoms whatsoever. Only 50 per¬ 
cent of those infected exhibit the char¬ 
acteristic Lyme disease rash. Those 
exposed to deer ticks should contact 
a physician to determine if a blood test 
should be administered. If treated in 
the early stages, Lyme disease is usu 
ally cured with simple oral antibiotics. 
Awareness, as well as prevention, is 
crucial when dealing with ticks. Find 
ing a tick on your body that could have 
been there for a day is grounds for 
calling a physician. 

Tb remove a feeding tick from your 
skin, avoid the traditional remedies of 
applying oil, grease, gasoline, juice 
from tobacco products, and so forth. 
The current wisdom is simply to grasp 
the body of the creature and pull, tak 
ing care not to leave the head imbed 
ded in your skin if it becomes detached. 

Historically many noxious sub¬ 
stances have been used to repel insect 
pests, the theory being that if we can’t 
stand it insects can’t either. Such olfac¬ 
tory delights as animal urine, bear and 
other animal greases, and various oils 
and pitches from trees and plants such 
as pine tar have all been used. Thoreau 
used a mixture of turpentine, oil of 
spearmint and camphor to repel the 
bugs at Walden Pond. American In¬ 
dians sat downwind of smoky fires dur¬ 
ing the bug season. When traveling 
they would cover their entire bodies 
with a thick layer of mud to defeat 
mosquitos and black flies. Other tradi¬ 


tional repellents were easier to live 
with, lining the bed with cedar shav 
ings or hanging catnip or mint in a 
dwelling, for instance. Repellents are 
easy to find — the challenge is find¬ 
ing substances which are both harm¬ 
ful to insects and tolerable to humans. 

Modern Repellents — Modern chem 
ical repellents are dominated by a sin¬ 
gle substance, N, N diethyl m-toluamide, 
or deet Deet has been the only effec 
tive repellent ingredient on the mar¬ 
ket since its introduction after World 
War II. Warm blooded animals con¬ 
tinuously secrete lactic acid from the 
skin surface which insects detect as 
it evaporates Deet interferes with the 
functioning of insect antennae recep¬ 
tors that sense the iactic acid. 

There are drawbacks to deet. It will 
damage some plastics such as sun 
glasses and fishing gear. When applied 
to the skin, about 50 percent of deet 
is absorbed within six hours. This has 
caused concern because of several cases 
of toxic reactions Medical records indi 
cate that in those cases where aller 
gies were not a factor, the health 
problems were caused by abuse of the 
deet products. Incidents were reported 
of people drinking the product, and, 
in one case, a mother applied massive 
doses of a deet product to an infant’s 
skin over a period of weeks. 

Precautions recommended by the 
Environmental Protection Agency in 
elude avoiding use over extended per¬ 
iods, refraining from applying the pro¬ 
duct to hands and other areas where 
small children may have contact with 
their mouths, and avoiding applying 
deet to diapers or other clothing that 
fits tightly against the skin. Repel 
lents should be washed from the skin 
after returning indoors and should not 
be applied over cuts, wounds or irri 
tated skin. Repellents containing high 
concentrations of deet should not be 
used on children. 

The fear of Lyme disease has gener¬ 
ated some of the problems associated 
with excessive applications of deet 
repellents. Symptoms of misuse include 
headaches, mood changes, and adverse 
skin reactions. More severe cases may 
experience convulsions or unconscious¬ 
ness. Deet manufacturers are emphatic 
in their defense of properly used deet 
products, and this is supported by EPA 
tests. Deet repellents are used by 50 
to 100 million people each year. As with 
any substance, including foods, there 
will be a certain number of allergic 
reactions. 

The percentage of deet in repellents 
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ranges from 15 to 100 percent. Aero¬ 
sols have the lowest amount because 
of the carrier, which evaporates after 
application. Also, repellents lose their 
potency from dilution by perspiration, 
abrasion of clothing, and absorption 
into the skin. 

One hundred percent deet solutions 
are not necessarily more effective than 
lesser concentrations. The military 
recommends and issues repellents with 
70 percent deet, and researchers claim 
that between 35 and 55 percent will 
provide maximum protection. Since the 
repellent will not do any good unless 
it stays on your skin, using a lower 
deet percentage product that is applied 
in a form that will remain on the skin 
longer — a 35 piercent lotion or cream 
versus a 75 percent liquid, for example 
— is more economical and effective. 

For those who feel the need to avoid 
deet products, the choices are limited. 
Natrapel, manufactured by the Tender 
Corporation, uses citronella, a tradi¬ 
tional northwoods black fly repellent. 
It contains no deet. 

A spokesman from Pete Rickard, Inc., 
producers of the Old Time Woodsman 
line of insect repellents, remarked that 
modern-day government requirements 
may end the use of some traditional 
repellent ingredients. “The EPA is 
requiring every repellent ingredient to 
be retested. While deet will more than 
likely survive, many of the traditional 
specialty products, pine tar, and so 
forth, will be priced out of the market. 
I would guess that 10 to 20 thousand 
dollars worth of studies will have to 
be made on each one. With some of 
these products, that is more than we 
make on sales” 

Insecticide — Deet is recommended 
as a defense against ticks, but deet is 
a repellent — it does not kill insects. 
A substance that will kill ticks with¬ 
out harming humans is the insecticide 
permethrin in its commercial form, 
Permanone. 

As in most cases of advances in 
chemical repellent technology, Perma¬ 
none was originally produced for the 
military. The product is applied to 
clothing and provides 48 hours of 
protection against any insects that 
come into contact with it. The manu¬ 
facturer, Coulston International Cor¬ 
poration, is currently working on a 
product — again for the military — 


that will allow permethrm-treated 
clothing to be laundered weekly for 
the period of a year without being re¬ 
treated. A spokesman for Coulston says 
that the product should be issued to 
the military this year, and will likely 
be available to the public within three 
years. 

What this breakthrough means is 
that at long last there is an effective 
means of protection from the aggra¬ 
vation and health dangers of biting 
insects. Military tests performed in 
Alaska demonstrated that the combi¬ 
nation of using a 75 percent deet 
repellent on exposed skin and Per¬ 
manone on clothing resulted in 100 
percent protection. The untreated, 
or control subjects in this study re¬ 
ceived mosquito bites at a rate greater 
than 1,800 bites per person per hour. 

Both deet and permethrin are stable 
chemicals and will not deteriorate dur¬ 
ing long-term storage if kept airtight 
in the original containers. 

The most common non-chemical 
means of defense against insects is 
mosquito netting. Mail-order camping 
supply companies usually sell the type 
that is worn like a hat, with built-in 
hoops to hold the material away from 
the skin. For early season trout fish¬ 
ing trips, when anglers are literally 
breathing flying bugs, a headnet can 
save a trip. Bug jackets are a combi¬ 
nation of deet repellent and netting. 
Made of netting, these garments are 
worn over other clothing. When not in 
use, they are stored in a bag contain¬ 
ing repellent. 

Most authorities recommend wear¬ 
ing neutral colored clothing, claiming 
that bright colors attract flies and 
mosquitos. However, clinging ticks 
show up better against light-colored 
fabrics when checking yourself at the 
end of the day. Tightly-woven cotton 
clothing is comfortable in hot weather 
and offers protection from probing 
proboscises and rasping jaws. Add a 
silk balaclava, if the weather isn’t too 
hot, to complete the bug-proof armor. 
Close trouser and sleeve openings with 
rubber bands to keep out crawling 
insects. Avoid dabbing your body with 
perfumes and colognes during the in¬ 
sect season — the scents will attract 
flying insects. 

When considered as an element of 
self-sufficiency, protection against 
insect bites becomes more than a ques¬ 


tion of keeping the mosquitos from 
ruining an afternoon of trout fishing. 
The very presence of swarms of biting 
insects can deny large areas of terri¬ 
tory to the wilderness traveler. Stu¬ 
dents of self-sufficiency are aware that 
food and drug supp' ies in this country 
would begin to dry up within 30 days 
if manufacturing were stopped. Many 
of the world’s major fatal diseases, 
heavy nitters like malaria, bubonic 
plaque and typhoid, are transmitted 
by insects. The scenario of a hungry, 
diseased world, such as the situation 
found in some Third World areas today, 
stresses the need to focus on this sig¬ 
nificant element of preparedness. •

you will hear the start of a series of 
thumps through your stethoscope as 
blood resumes flowing. The first thump 
is the systolic (highest) blood pressure. 
Note the reading on the pressure gauge. 
This is your first of two measurements. 

Continue to listen carefully as you 
let more pressure out of the cuff. Keep 
watching the gauge. Soon the rhyth¬ 
mic pulses will grow very faint or dis¬ 
appear altogether. The pressure in your 
cuff has dropped below the lowest pres¬ 
sure in the artery. Note the position 
of the needle on the gauge. You have 
just read the low point, or diastolic 
pressure, for your second and last read¬ 
ing. Deflate the cuff completely, but 
you may want to leave it in place on 
the arm so that you can recheck blood 
pressure at frequent intervals without 
having to put the cuff back on each 
time. 

Blood pressure is expressed as a frac¬ 
tion with the systolic pressure placed 
over the diastolic pressure. If the first 
thump you heard through your stetho¬ 
scope occurred when the needle was 
at 120 mm Hg. (systolic pressure) and 
at 80 mm Hg. you couldn’t hear the 
pulse beats at all (diastolic pressure) 
it would be written as “120/80” and 
stated as “120 over 80” 

This is a very important point. One 
blood pressure reading by itself is not 
very useful, especially if you don’t 
know what your victim’s normal blood 
pressure is. It is the pattern of changes 
in blood pressure, measured over time, 
that is crucial. Take frequent readings, 
and write them down along with the 
time. Do not try to remember them. 
Many of you have been in critical sit¬ 
uations before and you undoubtedly 
know how five minutes can seem like 
an hour. Keep a small notebook and 
pencil in the bag that comes with your 
blood pressure cuff (Pencil, because it 
will not freeze, melt, or clog up when 
you need it). 

What is a pattern of changes in blood 
pressure? If you take three readings 
over a 20-minute period and get 120/80, 
119/82, and 121/78, you don’t have to 
worry. Check the other three vital 
signs just to be sure, but these minor 
variations are caused by any number 
of things such as background noise, 
movement, etc. 

If you take three consecutive read¬ 
ings over 20 minutes and get 120/80, 
then 100/75, and your final reading is 


90/65, you are facing a radical drop in 
blood pressure. In this example, let’s 
just say that you have been checking 
the other vitals and see an increase 
in pulse rate, cool and clammy skin, 
and rapid but shallow respirations. 
Your victim is probably going into 
shock and you need help immediately. 

Here is another crucial point, 
however. Do not try to “diagnose” from 
the field! If you have a victim showing 
noticeable changes in blood pressure 
— whether it is steadily rising, falling, 
or just jumping all over the gauge — 
get help immediately. Call your local 
Emergency Medical Services and get 
the victim assistance as soon as pos¬ 
sible. Unless you’re extremely skilled, 
have a lot of equipment with you, and 
are incredibly lucky, there is little you 
can do by yourself. 

The odds are greater that you will 
encounter a threat to your survival or 
your family’s survival through acci¬ 
dent than any other means. The best 
survivalists have a determination of 
spirit coupled with a good grounding 
in basics. Having a cuff and stetho¬ 
scope in your med bag coupled with 
the knowledge of how to use them to 
measure vital signs is part of that 
essential grounding in basic skills that 
everyone of us should know. 

These items are readily available 
through any medical supply house. 
They weigh just a few ounces each, 
take very little space in your pack, 
and they are surprisingly rugged. 
There are many fine electronic cuffs 
on the market, but they are not suita¬ 
ble for field use. They’re vulnerable to 
heat, dust, moisture, and they require 
a power source. You can pick up a top 
quality cuff and scope for well under 
$75. Compare that to the price of just 
one quality backpack. 

No matter what situation you may 
find yourself in, just remember, after 
the battle you still have to take care 
of your casualties. •

SPHYGMOMANOMETER (sphyg-MO- 
ma-nom-e-ter) An instrument for meas¬ 
uring arterial blood pressure. Commonly 
called a blood pressure cuff, or just a “cuff .’ 
A basic and essential tool used with a 
stethoscope to measure blood pressure. 

STETHOSCOPE A hearing instrument 
used to listen to the heart, lungs, etc. and 
the sounds they make. Used with the blood 
pressure cuff (sphygmomanomer) it is an 
essentia! tool for measuring blood pressure. 

SHOCK A condition of disorder of the cir¬ 
culatory system, resulting from injury or 
a sudden psychic disturbance. It is charac¬ 
terized by a decrease in blood pressure, 
and a weak and rapid pulse. The victim 
is often unconscious. 

A state of inadequate tissue perfusion 
(flow) of blood through the tissues. Three 
things exist to insure an adequate flow 
of oxygen carrying blood to the body tis¬ 
sues: a pump (the heart), a closed system 
of tubing (the arteries, capillaries, and 
veins), and a liquid (blood). Damage to 
any one component can cause lack of cir¬ 
culation of blood within the tissues (per¬ 
fusion) and a condition known as SHOCK 
will occur. 

CARDIOGENIC SHOCK Pump failure The 
heart has been damaged and the heart 
muscle cannot squeeze enough to push 
the blood through the tubes. 

NEUROGENIC SHOCK Tube failure. Nor¬ 
mally, the nervous system controls and 
constantly readjusts the diameter of the 
veins and arteries to compensate for 
changes in posture (going from a lying 
to a standing position) or for changes in 
fluid volume. Any injury to the nervous sys¬ 
tem, such as a spinal cord injury, or an 
overdose of certain drugs (barbiturates) can 
cause neurogenic shock. 

HYPOVOLEMIC SHOCK Fluid failure. An 
inadequate volume of fluid in the system. 

• Hemorrhagic shock — loss of blood 

• Loss of blood plasma — burn cases. 

• Loss of Gastrointestinal Fluids — vomit¬ 
ing or diarrhea.

Chances are, the material you need 
for your fire is close at hand. Sit down 
and think. You’ll come up with it. 

Food and Water — Both rocky and 
sandy shores can offer an incredible 
variety of food, plant or animal.

I have been studying the sea for 
many years and have been taught its 
ways at such prestigious institutions 
as Scripps in La Jolla, but still find 
myself in the learning mode every 
time I venture down to the shore or 
out to sea. 

On sandy shores, the sand itself may 
harbor ghost crabs, clams and a whole 
slough of other creatures that can be 
put to good use, such as worms and 
other things. Knowing what you are 
looking at will allow you to make use 
of it. 

The surf zone of a sandy beach may 
be home to a huge array of fish. In 
some cases, you can see those inhabi¬ 
tants swimming in the wave’s face as 
it crests. Get out your fishing gear 
and go for it! No bait? There is bait 
there, my friend. I was once involved 
in teaching a tropical survival course 
in the West Indies. One of my students 
surprised me one morning with several 
earth worms that he had dug up right 
in the sand. I had never found any 
worms of this nature in this sand be¬ 
fore, despite my digging quite a few 
holes in several beaches on that is¬ 
land. Nevertheless, he found them 
there on the first try! 

Rocky areas may contain tasty del i- 
cacies as blue mussels, limpets, and 
a bevy of other mollusks. My daughter, 
Britta, is an expert at collecting snails 
of all sorts in the tidepools of a point 
near our home in Maine. She’ll even 
drag home different species of seaweed, 
such as dulce, laver and Irish moss. 
Not bad for a five year old. 

Water procurement along the coast 
can be just as easy as food. That is 
not to say that it will be easy. Try dig¬ 
ging down three or four feet into the 
sand, behind the first dune or pressure 
ridge on a beach. Remember, that dune 
might be a mere barely discernible rise 
in the sand. Shore up the sides as the 


water seeps into the hole, and wait a 

couple of hours. The top two inches or 

so of that water will be potable, though 
possibly a bit sulphurish tasting. Why 
wait? It allows the salty water to settle. 

If sand is less than abundant on your 
beach, search the shore for outlets of 
creeks and streams. Check the hinter¬ 
land for the same, as well as springs, 
puddles, ponds and so on. Your map 
may give you a hint as to where to 
look. How about the base of a cliff or 
rock overhang? Maybe some water lias 
collected there. 

Been raining lately? Set out some 
containers to gather up the next 
rainfall. 

Shelters — Of all nature’s elements, 
wind, in my opinion, is the most fre¬ 
quently encountered problem that has 
adverse effects on shelters along the 
coast. This problem can be minimal- 
ized by good site selection, improvi¬ 
sation and sound construction. In other 
words, rig for foul weather! 

Dependent upon local conditions, two 
of the most widely used shelters found 
at shoreline survival sites are the lean- 
to and beach trench. We have all seen 
plenty of lean-tos. They are versatile 
and can easily be modified to fit the 
situation. If this is what you intend 
to build, make darn sure it is built to 
survive the rigors of the coast. Rein¬ 
force all weak points with whatever 
is at hand. Since it is above ground, 
the elements will do their best to des¬ 
troy it. 

A beach trench shelter is useful on 
sandy shores. Dig a trench deep enough 
for protection but not so deep as to 
bring ground water into the bottom of 
it. Shore up the sides. From the hin¬ 
terland and the beach itself, collect 
materials to construct a roof, and do 
so. This roof will be exposed to the ele¬ 
ments, so reinforce it just as you would 
a lean-to. Line the floor with vegeta¬ 
tion from the hinterland. 

Oh yes. I suggest you build that 
beach trench above the high tide line, 
which can be recognized by the debris 
line. Otherwise, you will have built a 
pool instead of a house. Of course, that 
pool will add to the property value. . . 

As you can see, the shore offers quite 
a bit for the survivor. If there were 
one place I had my choice to survive 
on, I would select a sub-tropical, wind¬ 
ward seacoast. The possibilities are 
endless. •

And a good percentage of those 
vehicular deaths involve alcohol — 
drunk driving.

Stockton Shootings: 

Media-Government Coverup 

The public has never been informed of many of the facts about the 
life and actions of mass killer Patrick Edward Purdy. . .

T HE shooting rampage in a Stock- 
ton, California, school yard last 
year by the mentally ill drifter Patrick 
Edward Purdy, a man with a long 
criminal record, was the catalyst for 
the unprecedented assault on legal 
firearms ownership American gun 
owners have endured for the past 20 
months. 

Purdy’s use of a semiautomatic AK- 
47 rifle to kill five children and wound 
30 others at the Cleveland Elemen¬ 


tary School in Stockton, after which 
he shot himself to death, received an 
enormous amount of media attention 
and consequently resulted in a wave 
of national hysteria over firearms 
ownership that has led to a host of 
state and national restrictions and bans 
on semiautomatic and other firearms. 

Purdy’s shooting rampage and sui¬ 
cide have been followed by several 
others—in Louisville, Kentucky, and 
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Canada last year and, recently, in 
Jacksonville, Florida. In all cases the 
killers were deranged and deeply alien¬ 
ated individuals. Mental illness, crimi¬ 
nal backgrounds and an inability to 
adjust socially are factors common in 
these and other mass killings which 
have taken place over the years. In all 
cases, extensive media attention and 
subsequent cries for greater restrictions 
and outright bans on private posses¬ 
sion of firearms by gun control advo¬ 
cates always follow the killings. 

There is strong evidence to show that 
the excessive media attention mass 
killers receive is a motivating factor 
in the commission such crimes. The 
intense media attention given these 
misfits provides them and other mass 
killers who emulate them with a vehi¬ 
cle for expressing their feelings of rage 
and hostility toward society. The na¬ 
tional media has ignored this, choos¬ 
ing instead to harangue the public 
again and again about the supposed 
need for more gun control. The evi¬ 
dence for a media role in these mass 
killings needs to be examined. 

For example, Patrick Purdy told men¬ 
tal health workers he closely identi¬ 
fied with an Oklahoma postal worker 
who murdered more than a dozen of 
his co-workers and then shot himself 
to death in 1986. Two weeks before he 
massacred the children he told a bar¬ 
tender, “You’re going to read about me 
in the papers.” And Louisville mass 
murderer Joseph Wesbecker had paid 
close attention to the publicity the 
press gave to Purdy’s killings. After 
Wesbecker committed a very similar 
crime, returning to a Louisville print¬ 
ing plant where he had worked with 
a semiautomatic AK-47 like the one 
Purdy used and killing numerous 
former co-workers with it before shoot¬ 
ing himself to death with a 9 mil¬ 
limeter handgun as Purdy had done, 
police found in Wesbecker’s home a 
copy of Time magazine opened to an 
article about the Purdy massacre. 

Whether or not society and govern¬ 
ment are capable of intervening in the 
lives of mass killers and preventing 
tragedies such as the murders Purdy 
committed—murders of children which 
shocked and outraged the nation — is 
debatable. But to blame firearms own¬ 
ership and the availability of guns to 
the public for such crimes is, to gun 
owners, an outrageous injustice, one 
that may lead to more innocent lives 
being lost to mass killers by a society 
unprepared to deal with them. 

The killings by Purdy seemed to set 
a bizarre precedent which has been fol¬ 


lowed repeatedly with each new mass 
murder case reported in the press since: 
the killer’s background is hurriedly 
and superficially reported on and then 
largely ignored, while the lurid details 
of the crime are sensationalized over 
and over for maximum effect. Then 
many in the media, government and 
other segments of society begin clamor¬ 
ing for ever more restrictive gun con¬ 
trol as the answer to such crimes and 
are given widespread media attention. 
The public is led to believe gun bans 
and confiscations or other harsh re¬ 
strictions on gun owners are the only 
solutions to the problem. 

Appeals for gun control based strictly 
on gut-wrenching emotional reaction 
to these crimes and in the absence of 
conclusive statistics to support more 
gun control is part of the now typical 
pattern in which the media and govern¬ 
ment always respond. The fact that 
over 99 percent of the people who own 
firearms are responsible and stable 
citizens who never use guns unlawfully 
is always, intentionally, ignored. 

Conspiracy Theories — This has 
given rise among gun owners and en¬ 
thusiasts to numerous conspiracy the¬ 
ories, including perhaps the most com¬ 
mon one that these mass murders are 
somehow being orchestrated by the 
government, or certain elements with¬ 
in the government, the media, and 
other groups (foreign governments?) to 
achieve the disarmament of the people. 

As hard as it is for rational people 
to believe that government or others 
would be behind mass murders, these 
most recent killings always seem to 
occur just when some state legislatures 
and Congress are considering strict gun 
control proposals. They could not have 
been more exquisitely timed for the 
purposes of the gun control advocates. 
And the highly emotional appeals 
made repeatedly for gun control in the 
media have understandably given rise 
to fear and suspicion among many fire¬ 
arms owners and civi] libertarians. 

Only adding to these fears and sus¬ 
picions is the fact that the major media 
have, for the most part, uniformly and 
openly rejected the arguments of pro¬ 
gun groups and individuals and en¬ 
gaged in a vicious propaganda cam¬ 
paign against them, giving anti-gun 
people rein to vigorously promote their 
cause to the public while suppressing 
the arguments of pro-gun groups, 

It is no secret to many people that 
many of those who control our mass 
media are strongly left-wing, sym¬ 
pathetic to authoritarianism, and 


desire the elimination of firearms 
ownership by the public. 

With all this in mind, it’s interest¬ 
ing to examine some of the facts about 
Patrick Purdy related to the school 
yard killings m Stockton which were 
never, to our knowledge, made public 
by the press, facts which have only 
come to light by a careful study of a 
report on the killings done for the 
California Attorney General, John K. 
Van de Kamp, and released last Octo¬ 
ber This report was barely mentioned 
by the press and few of its findings 
were ever made public. Although this 
report, Patrick Edward Purdy and the 
Cleveland School Killings, is a public 
document and personnel in the Califor¬ 
nia Department of Justice promised to 
provide us with a copy of it, they failed 
to do so despite repeated requests and 
only released a copy after it was for¬ 
mally requested by a California state 
assemblyman. 

In an article on the report that 
appeared in the Los Amgeles Times , 
Attorney General Van de Kamp de¬ 
clared that a “festering hatred” of 
minority groups led Purdy to commit 
the massacre at the school, which had 
Asian and other minority students. All 
of those children killed by Purdy and 
most of those wounded were Asians. 

This was the thrust of the Times arti¬ 
cle and there was ample evidence in 
the report to support the conclusion 
that Purdy hated minorities. 

But the report discloses far more 
information about Purdy’s life and 
acti vities, few of which have been even 
mentioned by the press or government . 
It details the broken home of Purdy’s 
tormented youth, his father’s schizo¬ 
phrenia and death, Purdy’s own men¬ 
tal problems, his long criminal record, 
and the numerous instances where he 
gave definite indications that he want¬ 
ed to kill other people and himself.

The report exonerates the state for 
failing to recognize and deal effectively 
with Purdy’s problems while emphat¬ 
ically demanding that nationwide bans 
on firearms of the type he used and 
limits on their magazine (ammunition) 
capacities be imposed to prevent such 
occurrences in the future. In short, the 
report tries but fails to cover up the 
incompetence of the social welfare and 
judicial systems of California. 

Mental Illness — Purdy was treated 
off and on during his life for mental 
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illness and had been tentatively diag¬ 
nosed as a paranoid schizophrenic, like 
his father. He told mental health wor¬ 
kers he strongly identified with Okla¬ 
homa mass murderer Patrick Sherrill, 
who in 1986 killed 14 co-workers and 
wounded six others at a Post Office 
where he worked before shooting him¬ 
self to death. This was another mass 
killing given widespread attention by 
the news media. And it was one of the 
first; times Purdy gave state authori¬ 
ties a hint of what he would do later. 

Purdy had more than once expressed 
the desire to kill himself and others 
to mental health workers and law en¬ 
forcement personnel. In April 1987 
when he was jailed for illegally dis¬ 
charging a firearm, being drunk in pub¬ 
lic, resisting arrest and vandalism, the 
jail intake report stated that he was 
“suicidal and homicidal” and express¬ 
ing thought of killing himself and 
others with a gun/bomb. 

After serving time in jail for this 
incident Purdy was placed on proba¬ 
tion and as a condition of that pro¬ 
bation a judge ordered him not to 
purchase or possess any guns. Within 
months he purchased a MAC-10 pistol 
and, presumably, passed his back¬ 
ground check and two-week waiting 
period. Later he purchased, in Oregon, 
the AK-47 semiautomatic rifle he used 
in the killings, and still later in Stock- 
ton, purchased a Taurus 9 millimeter 
pistol he killed himself with after 
shooting the children. He also passed 
the state-mandated background check 
and waiting period for the Taurus pis¬ 
tol and picked up the gun a few days 
before he committed the killings. 

During his short life Purdy, who 
began living on the streets at age 13 
when his mother threw him out of he v 
home, was charged with several seri¬ 
ous felony crimes such as possession 
of dangerous weapons, extortion, at¬ 
tempted robbery and possession of sto¬ 
len property as well as with less seri¬ 
ous offenses. Yet he was never convicted 
of any of the felonies he was charged 
with and was always let off with little 
or no punishment. This made it legal 
for him to purchase guns. 

The report states that his probation 
officers in 1987 and 1988 did not know 
he purchased the guns in violation of 
his probation and that this was not 
illegal anyway under California law 
— it was not illegal, the report states, 
but merely a violation of probation. Is 


this some sort of twisted California 
logic? 

Purdy was getting nearly $700 a 
month in Social Security benefits for 
being mentally unbalanced — more 
than many people receive after a life¬ 
time of working and contributing to 
the Social Security system. In com¬ 
pleting a disability report for the 
benefits, Purdy stated that his problem 
was, “I’m gay and in the recent past 
I had some bad drug problems.” He was 
apparently under no restrictions while 
receiving this money and was free to 
work and earn still more money, provid¬ 
ing him with sufficient funds to buy 
the guns he wanted and used in the 
killings. Can any Patrick Purdy-type 
person be given $700 a month by the 
welfare system? 

While detailing the many times 
Purdy indicated that he intended to 
commit murder and suicide, the report 
insists that it was not possible to inter¬ 
vene in Purdy’s case to incarcerate or 
restrain him since this would have 
been a violation of his civil rights. It 
is nevertheless admitted in the report 
that perhaps the pendulum of societal 
attitudes has swung too far in the direc¬ 
tion of protecting the rights of social 
misfits like Purdy. Will left-wing legal 
lobbying groups like the American 
Civil Liberties Union now complain 
if homicidal maniacs are given less 
protection? 

Along with recommending changes 
in the laws to make it easier for the 
state to deal effectively with people 
like Purdy, the report concludes that 
“only major restrictions on the fire¬ 
power he could bring to bear on his 
intended victims would have made a 
difference in the outcome” of his attack 
on the school children and “national 
bans should be enacted on assault 
weapons and high-capacity magazines” 

In defending the lack of substantial 
prison time given to Purdy for his 
crimes, the report states that more 
than one-third of all males in Califor¬ 
nia are arrested at least once for a 
felony between the ages of 18 and 29 
and that it is impossible to imprison 
them all due to lack of prison space 
available: “No criminal justice system 
in the world has the capacity to impri¬ 
son everybody arrested for that level 
of offense for substantial periods of 
time.” Yet the report does not indicate 
how state or national authorities would 
then be able to enforce by imprison¬ 


ment those unconstitutionally penal¬ 
ized by the recommended bans on 
semiautomatic guns and large-capacity 
magazines. 

“Citizens in a free society have no 
need” for weapons such as the AK-47 
Purdy used, the report declares. “Not 
only was the nature of the weapon (used 
by Purdy) likely to cause more damage 
than something less powerful but its 
nature made irrational use of it more 
likely.” 

In addition, the report erroneously 
concludes that while the AK-47 round 
(7.62 x 39 mm) has great potential for 
doing damage to the human body, the 
30 school children shot by Purdy sur¬ 
vived because their small bodies did 
not offer much resistance to the 
bullets—resistance which would, it is 
naively alleged, create tumbling and 
greater tissue damage. 

It’s not surprising, given the strong 
anti-firearms-ownership/anti-Bill of 
Rights stance of Attorney General Van 
de Karnp and other politically moti¬ 
vated California government and police 
officials, that erroneous statements like 
these would be made in the report. But 
the public, which is largely ignorant 
of wound ballistics and which has been 
constantly misled about the effects of 
bullets from guns like the AK-47 com¬ 
pared with common hunting rifles, 
tends to believe such statements and 
then to support strict gun controls. 

The report clearly contains many 
significant details about Purdy’s life 
and the inability of the law enforce¬ 
ment, judicial and mental health sys¬ 
tems in California to effectively deal 
with him to protect society from him. 

These are facts which should have 
been considered by lawmakers, the 
media and the public during the de¬ 
bates over gun control that followed 
the killings. Instead, this and other 
information that should have been 
seriously considered in the debates was 
ignored or swept aside in favor of hys¬ 
teria and emotionalism. Such a one¬ 
sided view of the problem of mass 
killers is serving well the ulterior 
motive of the most ardent of the gun 
control advocates: the disarming of the 
public and the abrogation of the Second 
Amendment to the U.S. Constitution. 

The time has come for the citizenry 
to loudly speak out in protest against 
the media-government coverup of this 
and other flrearms-related crime issues 
in the war over gun ownership. •

Available in two basic sizes — small 
for small and medium size guns and 
large for the bigger frame pistols and 
revolvers — and in a variety of colors, 
the “Belt Bag Holster,” as it is called, 
is well made, comfortable to wear and 
useful for carrying a variety of items 
besides or instead of your favorite 
handgun. 

The Belt Bag Holster is made of 
rugged 420 denier nylon pack cloth 
from U.S. Mills. The U.S. made plastic 
Fastex-type quick-release buckles and 
self-repairing nylon coil zippers are 
non-marring. The belt fits any adult 
waist size up to 46 (larger sizes can 
be made by special order) and quickly 
and easily adjusts for a snug fit. There 
are two zippered compartments in the 
front paid: of the bag. The holster is 
concealed in the back and is opened 
and closed using genuine Velcro hook 
and loop material. 

The holster opens from the right for 
right-handed shooters but left-handed 
bags are available on request. All 
seams are top stitched or double 
stitched for strength and durability. 
The belt is one piece, continuous 
through the bag. 

The small size weighs less than 4 
ounces. The larger size weighs only a
